The monthly auction of cinchona 
bark at London on Tuesday last and 
the sale of Java quinine at Batavia on 
Wednesday both went off at declines. 
In the case of the former, however, 
the average unit price was only slight- 
ly below that of the previous sale, be- 
ing one and one-quarter penny against 
one and three-eighths penny. Nothwith- 
standing the fact that the decline was 
only a fractional one, the average unit 
price of the recent sale is lower than 
that of any London auction since 
March of last year, as the following

for quinine has taken place in this 
market the feeling is naturally some- 
what easier as a result of the sales, 
although in some quarters where a 
greater decline was expected at the 
London sale, holders are inclined to be 
more or less firm in their views. It 
was thought that the present low 
prices would induce large buyers to 
come,into the market, but, although 
there is a very fair jobbing demand, 
we hear of little or no important busi- 
ness. The shipments of cinchona bark 
from Java to Europe were lighter than 
was expected, but had no apparent ef- 
fect on the situation here. We publish

ADVANCE IN CODEINE. 


Manufacturers of codeine have at 
last reached an agreement and an ad- 
vance of twenty-five cents an ounce 
has been made in the quotations of 
makers, as will be noted in our mar- 
ket report on another page. There has 
been no improvement in the demand, 
however, as consumers are said to be 
too well supplied with goods pur- 
chased at the low prices that have pre- 
vailed for a number of months, to come 
into the market at the present higher 
range. 

It is admitted that there has been 
little or no money in codeine for some 
time, as competition has led makers 
to cut prices down to an unprofitable 
point. Although up to the time the 
present advance was made, a nominal 
quotation on the alkaloid in bulk was 
$3.20, we are told that goods were sold 
below $3.00. 

The market at present is firm at the 
advance, but the higher prices ob- 
taining now are lower than any fig- 
ures quoted last year, as the follow- 
ing table shows:—

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THE ADVANCE IN WHITING. 


Two causes have contributed to bring 
about an advance in the price of 
whiting. In itself the high cost of chalk 
would have afforded a sufficient reason 
for the marking up of prices on the 
finished product, but this influence was 
counteracted and perhaps would have 
been kept inoperative for a longer 
time by competition, which, while less 
keen than formerly, is of sufficient 
force to prevent any arbitrary ad- 


vance in quotations. The second 
and most’ potent cause for the 
rise which occurred this week, and 


which amounts to four cents a pound 
on all grades, is the unprecedented de- 
mand for whiting which began early 
in the spring and has continued to the 
present time. 

Following their usual practice West- 
ern distributers placed their orders 
last summer for whiting to be for- 
warded by canal and other inland 
waterways before the close of naviga- 
tion, against their spring require- 
ments. Basing calculations upon the 
enlargement of consumption in 1901, 
distributers increased the size of their 
orders for 1902 supplies sufficiently, as 
they supposed, to provide for a propor- 
tional increase in consumers’ require- 
ments this year. As the event proves, 
the additional provision was altogether 
inadequate to cover the increased 
needs of their trade, and before the 
spring season fairly opened many of 
the interior dealers found their sup- 
plies exhausted. Consequently, they 
were compelled to send in fresh orders 
for goods to be forwarded at once, and 
these emergency purchases have con- 
tinued throughout the spring season 
and to the present time. 

The result is that manufacturers 
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have had no opportunity to accumu- 
late stocks, as they usually do during 
the spring and summer months, so as 
to be in readiness for the fall rush of 
orders for shipment before navigation 
closes, and the prospects are that they 
will be unable to fill the bulk of their 
contracts before that time, thereby 
necessitating the sending of much 
stock, at a consequently largely in- 
creased cost, by rail. As the cost of 
production, as above intimated, has for 
some time warranted higher prices, the 
manufacturers have taken advantage 
of the present conditions in the matter 
of supply and demand to raise their 
quotations. The higher prices, how- 
ever, barely cover the increased cost 
of business.

JAPAN AND CARNAUBA WAX. 


The market for Japan and carnauba 
wax has been very firm for some time, 
but during the past week the situation 
has gained strength, not only here. 
but in all markets of the world as well. 

In the case of the former variety, 
supplies have been very light for quite 
a while now, and prices have been in 
strong upward tendency. Since the 
first of the year quotations have been 
advanced from seven and _ one-half 
cents to eleven cents, and the 
amount of wax which dealers are 
willing to release at the latter figure, 
is very small. This latest advance was 
caused by the casualty to the steamer 
Satsuma, en route to New York with 
five hundred cases of wax on board. 
The steamer arrived at Aden on July 
24 with her cargo afire. The latest ad- 
vice we have received states that the 
fire had not been extinguished up to 
July 28. It is understood that the wax 
is a total loss. 

As regards carnauba wax, there has 
been quite an active demand during 
the past week and spot stocks are 
pretty well cleared up, we are told. 
The market has been very firm and re- 
cently prices have been advanced frac- 
tionally. The scarcity of supplies is 
general in all markets. Only about a 
week ago orders were cabled from 
Hamburg for a quantity of wax at a 
price below the views of holders, who 
accordingly turned down the bid. Deal- 
ers here recently cabled their agents in 
primary markets for information re- 
garding shipments and received word 
thet the crop was gathered and sold 
and that no goods will be available for 
shipment before January. If this is 
the case, and the information comes 
from a most reliable source, the ex- 
pectation of one dealer that the price 
of number one wax will go to twenty- 
five cents and over, seems in a fair 
way to be realized, providing, of 
course, that the demand holds.

THE PRICE OF LARD. 


The price of lard has been somewhat 
erratic of late, and even the older 
active dealers in the article have con- 
fessed their inability to account for 
the variations on any other theory than 
that of speculative operations. Several 
times the price has advanced steadily 
for a while, only to break suddenly, to 
be followed by another advance. At 
each advancing period, however, the 
price has gone beyond that of the pre- 
vious one, and this has fostered the 
belief that prices would yet reach the 
high figure touched in 1893, when lard 
sold in Chicago at the extraordinary 
price of thirteen and one-fifth cents 
per pound. A comparison of the condi- 
tions prevailing at that time with those 
at the present disclose some points of 
similarity, and these have been ac- 
corded considerable importance by 
those who are believers that the pre- 
vious high price will be reached, but it 
should be borne in mind that, while the 
statistical and some other conditions 
may be similar, other conditions hav- 
ing an influence on relative market 
values of competing products have 
changed, and it is therefore not safe to 
base predictions of probable price 
changes on similarity of statistical 
position or supply and demand between 
periods ten years apart. What the 
future has in store it would be worse 
than folly to attempt to forecast, but 
the belief that the price of lard will 
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this year reach the record price of 1893 
now has few adherents, while a month 
ago the prediction was made by many 
well-informed operators. The _ statis- 
tical position of the article has shown 
little improvement, but there are other 
indications which point to a probable 
change. Earlier in the season there 
were many who claimed to foresee a 
small supply of hogs this Autumn, on 
account of the high price of corn, but 
the indications now favor the belief 
that the supply of hogs will be large 
and that they will show a higher aver- 
age weight. This appears to have be- 
come a conviction with many, and to 
this is attributed, in large part, the 
comparatively low range of prices for 
lard during the later months of the 
year. The high prices which have pre- 
vailed have also tended to restrict the 
home consumption, while exports show 
a large shrinkage, consequently the 
Statistical situation will improve, even 
though the production should show no 
material increase. An article which is 
subject to speculative manipulation is 
apt to show sudden changes, and the 
price of lard may, and probably will, 
advance and decline, showing wide 
ranges, before the tendency becomes 
steadily and unmistakably downward. : 
With prospects of increased supplies, it 
is not to be expected that the higher 
ranges of the past few weeks can be 
maintained for any length of time, but 
how soon the downward course will set 
in and what its probable extent time 
alone can determine. 

For the benefit of those who care to 
compare the statistics we add the 
following table, showing the stocks 
of lard on July 1 held in Chicago

Borax Case Dismissed. 


The final hearing in the case of 
Ernest L. Fleming, the English dealer 
in washing crystals and borax, charged 
with entering fraudulent invoices in 
the importation of washing crystals, 
was held before United States Com- 
missioner Alexander on Tuesday last. 
A number of witnesses were exam- 
ined, among them Dr. Durand Wood- 
man, who testified regarding analyses 
of the article under dispute, and 
Thomas M. Curtius, a drug broker, 
who stated that he had bought a lot of 
borax from the brother of the defend- 
ant and sold it as borax, to druggists, 
manufacturers of shoe polish and 
others. A chemical test was made by 
Dr. Walker, chemist for the defense, in 
the court room. The chemist made a 
solution of a composite sample taken 
from the fifteen seized bags of wash- 
ing crystals and showed the effer- 
vescence of the carbonic acid in the 
goods, indicating the presence of soda. 

Commissioner Alexander stated that 
he had followed the case closely, and 
could find nothing of criminal intent 
in Mr. Fleming’s actions, which, on the 
contrary, the commissioner thought 
were open and straightforward in that 
he sought information of United States 
officers before making the shipments 
and afterward endeavored to comply 
with the law as it was told to him. 
The commissioner accordingly  dis- 
missed the case. 

It is understood that the article in 
question will hereafter be assessed at 
not less than three cents per pound, 


and possibly more, which would make 


the importation unprofitable.

(Special Correspondence to the Reporter.) 
Revenue from Oleomargarine Tax. 


Washington, Aug. 1, 1902. 


The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue has prepared a preliminary report 
upon the revenue for the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, 1902, and which 
contains some items of unusual inter- 
est, owing to recent changes in the 
law, especially with regard to oleomar- 
garine and articles heretofore taxable 
under Schedule B. 

The receipts from all sources of in- 
ternal revenue for the year aggregated 
$275,867,990, being a decrease of $35,003,- 
679, as compared with the fiscal year 
which ended June 30, 1901. This de- 
crease resulted from the war revenue 
reduction act of March 21, 1901, which 
reduced in part the war taxes and re- 
pealed the taxes levied under Schedule 
B with the exception of that on still 
wines. As the Congressional estimate 
of the reduction to be made by the 
war revenue reduction act was $41,000,- 
000, it will be seen that the general re- 
ceipts from all sources increased about 
$6,000,000, leaving a net reduction of a 
little more than $35,000,000. 

Among the principal items of reve- 
nue for the year were: Spirits, $121,138,- 
013, an increase of $5,110,033; oleomar- 
garine, $2,944,492, an increase of $426,- 
391; special taxes, $4,262,902, an increase 
of $97,167; Schedule A, $12,913,856, a de- 
crease of $22,084,979. 

Under the head of oleomargarine 
some interesting figures are given. 
There were manufactured during the 
fiscal year just ended 123,133,855 pounds 
of oleomargarine, which paid a tax of 
$2,463,533, as compared with 101,647,333 
pounds, paying a tax of $2,032,926 in the 
fiscal year 1901. In addition in the 
fiscal year 1902 there were imported 
7,217 pounds of oleomargarine, which 
paid a special internal revenue tax of 
15 cents per pound. Including the im- 
portation referred to there was an in- 
crease of 21,487,520 in the amount of 
oleomargarine produced and $430,688 in 
the tax paid. This very large increase, 


20 per cent., 


as it became evident that the bill in- 
creasing the tax on colored oleomar- 
garine to 10 cents per pound would be- 
come a law many manufacturers pro- 
ceeded to make up a large surplus 
stock, which, under a special decision 
of the Internal Revenue Commissioner, 
they were permitted to stamp at the 
rate of tax then in force, removing the 
goods from the factory premises to 
convenient cold storage warehouses. 
The amount of this surplus stock has 
heen variously estimated, but probably 
approximated a two months’ supply. 
According to the information of the 
Internal Revenue’ Bureau, retailers 
throughout the country appear to have 
been supplied throughout the month 
of July chiefly from stocks accumu- 
lated in the manner described. 

The special tax paid by manufactur- 
ers of oleomargarine in 1902 was $19,- 
500, as compared with $16,225 in 1901, an 
increase of $3,275. This does not of 
necessity mean that there was a pro- 
portionate increase in the number of 
factories in operation throughout the 
year. Any manufacturer operating 
during any part of the year was re- 
quired to take out a license and pay 
the srnecial tax, and the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau has occasionally found 
that the highest collections of special 
taxes have been coincident with the 
smallest number of factories in opera- 
tion throughout the year. 

The special tax paid by retailers of 
oleomargarine during the year amount- 
ed to $377,732, as compared with $385,- 
245 in 1901, a decrease of $7,513. As a 
matter of fact this decrease was really 
much larger, for the reason that the 
receipts for the fiscal year 1902 from 
this source included $9,888 advance col- 
lections, representing special taxes 
paid by manufacturers who qualified 
under the new oleomargarine act of 
March 21, 1902, but who did not begin 
operations until after the end of the 
fiscal year 1902. 

The total amount 
collected from wholesale dealers in 
oleomargarine during the fiscal year 
1902 amounted to $83,645, as compared 
with $83,704 in 1901, a decrease of $59, 
but in reality the increase was con- 
siderably greater, for the reason that 
this item in 1902 included $3,880 advance 
collections under the new law. It 
therefore appears that while there was 
a large increase in the output of oleo- 
margarine during 1902, and a substan- 
tial increase in the amount of special 
tax paid by manufacturers, there was 
a decrease in the tax paid by both 
wholesale and retail dealers. This lat- 
ter fact is explained by the internal 
revenue officials on the hypothesis that 
the trade in oleomargarine is becoming 
concentrated in the hands of certain 
dealers who make a specialty of this 
product and who do not deal in butter. 

During the fiscal year just ended spe- 
cial tax levied on manufacturers of 
process or renovated butter was paid 
in advance to the amount of $500. Since 
the beginning of the present fiscal year

this amount has been considerably 
augmented. 
The total collections under Schedule 


B of the war revenue act during the 


fiscal year just closed amounted to 
$528,935, as compared with $2,242,200 in 


the year 1901, a decrease of $3,712,264. 
This decrease was due to the repeal of 
those portions of Schedule B which ren- 
dered taxable medicinal preparations, 
cosmetics, ete., and is somewhat less 
than the average annual tax paid by 
this industry for the reason that in an- 
ticipation of the repeal of the law 
many manufacturers kept their goods 
on the factory premises until after July 
1, 1901, and were thus enabled to save 
the internal revenue taxes, which did 
not accrue until the goods were re- 
moved. 

The excise tax on the gross receipts 
of petroleum and sugar refiners in 
1902 amounted to $730,376, as compared 
with $1,027,294 in 1901, a decrease of 
$296,918. The returns of the internal 
revenue bureau do not differentiate be- 
tween the taxes collected on petroleum 
refiners and sugar refiners, hence it is 
not possible to state either what portion 
of this tax was paid by the petroleum 
industry, or what reduction should be 
credited to each of the two classes of 
refiners.

To Prohibit Cutting for Turpen- 
tine on Pab'ic Lands. 
Washington, Aug. 1, 1902. 

The Navy and Interior Departments 
will make favorable reports to the Sen- 
ate Committee on Public Lands upon 
the bill introduced in the closing days 
of Congress, by Senator Hansbrough, 
of North Dakota, which makes it an 
offense punishable by fine and impris- 
onment to box, cut or bore for turpen- 
tine, gum, etc., any pine or spruce 
trees standing on land purchased by 
the United States. The favorable ac- 
tion of the two departments will prob- 
ably result in the passage of the bill 
at the short session. 

In bringing forward this measure, 
Senator Hansbrough formulated it in 
the shape of an amendment to Section 
2461 of the Revised Statutes which was 
enacted for the purpose of preventing 
the cutting of live oak or red cedar 
from lands purchased by the govern- 
ment for use in ship building. This 
statute was enacted many years ago 
at a time when the timber used for 
naval construction was almost exclu- 
sively oak and cedar. The public do- 
main now contains large tracts of 
spruce and pine, and as the prohibition 
against cutting such timber has been 
held not to apply to the tapping of the 
trees for the purpose of securing tur- 
pentine, gum, etc., it has been found 
desirable to extend the statute so as to 
prohibit the extraction of sap by any 
process whatever. The bill in its re- 
vised form provides as follows:— 


“If any person shall cut, or cause or 
procure to be cut, or aid, assist, or be 
be employed in cutting, or shall wantonly 
destroy, or cause or procure to be want- 


destroyed, or aid, assist, or be em- 
ployed in wantonly destroying, or shall 
box, cut, chip, or bore, or cause or pro- 
cure to be boxed, cut, chipped, or bored, 
or aid, assist, or be employed in boxing, 
cutting, chipping, or boring for the pur- 
pose of removing therefrom resin, gum, 
turpentine, or other product, any live 
oak, red cedar, pine, or spruce trees, or 
other timber standing, growing, or being 
on any of the lands of the United States, 
which, in pursuance of any law passed, 
or hereafter to be passed, have been re- 
served or purchased for the use of the 
United States, for supplying or furnish- 
ing therefrom timber for the Navy of the 
United States; or if any person shall re- 
move, or cause or procure to be removed, 
or aid, or assist, or be employed in re- 
moving from any such lands, which have 
been reserved or purchased, any live oak, 
red celar, pine or spruce trees, or other 
timber, or any resin, gum, turpentine, or 
other product therefrom, unless duly 
authorized to do so, by order, in writing, 
of a competent officer, and for the use of 
the Navy of the United States; or if any 
person shall cut, or cause or procure to 
be cut, or aid, or assist, or be employed 
in cutting, any live oak, red cedar, pine, 
or spruce trees, or other timber on, or 
shall remove, or cause or procure to be 
removed, or aid, or assist, or be employed 
in removing any live oak, red cedar, pine, 
or spruce trees, or other timber from, or 
shall box, cut, chip, or bore, or cause or 
procure to be boxed, cut, shipped, or 
bored, or aid, or assist, or be employed 
in boxing. cutting, chipping, or boring,

for the purpose of removing therefrom 
resin, gum, turpentine, or other products, 


any trees standing, growing, or being on, 
or shall remove, or cause or procure to 
be removed, or aid, or assist, or be em- 
ployed in removing any resin, gum, tur- 
pentine, or other product of any trees, 
standing, growing, or being on, any other 
lands of the United States, acquired with 
intent to export. dispose of, or employ 
the said timber or products in any man- 
ner whatsoever other than for the use of 
the Navy of the United States; every 
such person shall pay a fine not less than 
triple the value of the trees or timber so 
cut, destroyed, or removed, or of the 
resin, gum, turpentine, or other product 
resulting from said boxing, cutting, chip- 
ping, or boring, and shall be imprisoned 
not exceeding twelve months.”’ 

It is probable that a section will be 
added to the bill giving the Federal 
courts jurisdiction over offenses com- 


mitted against the act.

WHITE LEAD.—Up to within the 
past week trade for this period of the 
year, when it is expected to be slack, 
has been unusually good, but recent 
weather conditions have curtailed the 
consumption of lead in oil very con- 
siderably, though there is still consid- 
erable indoor work under way. Dry 
lead continues scarce, and full prices 
are easily obtainable for what little 
surplus stocks corroders may have in 
excess of regular contract deliveries 
which are not yet completed at old 
prices. Sales are reported of several 
lots at 4%c. and upward, as to the size 
of the order, less the usual discount 
terms. Grinders who have been shut 
down for the usual summer clean-up 
are busy again upon their fall orders, 
though not so active as at the West, 
where all are running full time. Lead 
in oil is fairly active in a jobbing way 
for prompt delivery at regular prices of 
5%c. for special, brands, less the regu- 
lar 2 per cent. discount, and for other 
makes not so well known 5%%c., less the 
usual discount. Competition, however, 
is sharp, especially when an order 
comes on the market from large con- 
sumers, such as the government and 
large railway companies, when prices 
appear to be not so much of an object 
as it is to obtain the order, as is shown 
by the booking of the 150,000 Ibs. for 
the government recently at 5.16c. by 
the ‘‘Union Company,” though the 
other corroders were close after them. 
There is no change in foreign makes 
of lead in oil, the demand being of the 
usual seasonable proportion. Values 
remain steady at 9144@9%c., as to quan- 
tity and make for the old established 
brands and for others at 7c. and up- 
ward, as to make and quantity. 

RED LEAD.—Nothing of interest 
has occurred since our last, trade be- 


ing, outside of the regular channels, 
of a hand-to-mouth nature. Stocks of 
domestic are still light in excess of 
regular contract deliveries. There is 


no pressure to sell and prices remain 
steady at 5%@6c., according to brand 
and size of the order, less the usual 
discount terms. German is rather quiet 
for spot, but in better request for fall 
delivery with sales reported at 6%c. 
and upward, as to brand and quan- 
tity, less the usual discount terms. 
English is also feeling the effects of 
the general improvement, with sales re- 
ported for forward at 6%c. for ordi- 
nary and 7%c and up for extra grade, 
as to quantity and seller. 

LITHARGE.—The bulk of the busi- 
ness at the moment is confined to the 
deliveries to the rubber and oilcloth 
makers, both of whom are drawing 
freely upon their contracts.

ORANGE MINERAL.—French is 
meeting with more demand for early 
fall delivery at 11%c. and upward for 
special brands, and for others at 10\4c.

LINSEED.—The market dull 
steady, with no disposition shown 
the part of crushers to push sales in 
excess of regular deliveries. There 
some resale oil offering on the market 
at 65c., but buyers are scarce 
disposed to bid over 62@63c. unless they 
really need oil, which few of them do 
at present, as the bulk of the consum- 
ing trade is supplied up to Septembe1 
or October.

New crop oil is not offer- 
ing to any extent as buyers and sell- 
ers are apart in their views. October- 
December is offered at 47@48c., but not 
over 45c. is bid, and it is doubtful if 
they would bid this for any quantity 
if they thought their bids would be ac- 
cepted. City oil is held at 66@67c., also 
State and Western by first hands. 
COTTONSEED OIL.—The market for 
the old oil remains in a dull and un- 
satisfactory position. There appears 
to be a fair quantity of it on offer over 
the country, outside of the holdings 
of the leading companies, and it is per- 
haps the desire to sell it and efforts 
of the more prominent buyers to secure 
it at favorable rates that helps to 
make current market values uncertain. 
But there is, unquestionably, a lifeless 
condition of business from home con- 
suming sources, together with tame- 
ness of foreign markets, which would 
tend to some depression over market 
prices, as apart from the other influ- 
ence. The outlook is not clear over 
market conditions for the accumula- 
tions of the oil. There are hopes 
tertained that home 
before the new crop appears will be 
of that large order that the surplus 
supply may be more easily handled; 
but the fact remains that present de- 
mands are very slack, that the mar- 
ket receives no benefit from the at 
times spurty lard prices, and that 
there is a general feeling of distrust 
among buyers over the old oil situa- 
tion. It is perhaps because of the 
wildness of the lard market that so 
little business can be had from home 
sources for the oil. No maker of com- 
pound lard finds for his product buy- 
ing of a buoyant, confident order be- 
cause of the feeling of the distributers 
of the compounds that a risk is taken 
over making accumulations of them in 
the uncertain course of the pure lard 
market, and with which latter the 
compounds would naturally vary in 
tone. Moreover, it seems to be con- 
ceded that speculation will control the 
lard market until effect is had from 
the new corn and cotton crops, and

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| tna there is little encouragement for 
settled market conditions for the prod- 
ucts with which the oil usually sym- 
pathizes until at least September is 
reached. Even in the early fall 
months actual supplies of fats, apart 
perhaps from cotton oil, are likely to 
be more assuring to selling interests 
than those at present; it does not, 
however, follow that full effects will 
then be had from them, as there may 
be restrained conditions in the event 
of the crops promising well to the large 
yields. But the later months ought to 
bring more assured situations for cash 
buyers of manufactured goods; it is 
necessary to have confidence among 
them for vitality to the markets for 
raw materials, pending the develop- 
ment of which it is hardly probable 
that cotton oil will have other than 
unsettled situations. There is, without 
doubt, a good consumption of the 
compounds which use cotton oil in 
their make, but the distributers of 
them buy only as urged by demands 
upon them for supplies, and they fail to 
give marked activity to the business 
from first hands, while the compound 
makers are not compelled further to 
buy the cotton oil, and the slackness 
over buying the oil extends to the 
soapmakers; this interest feels that 
as there is no competitive buying of 
the oil and as the new crop season 
for it is close at hand, that it is good 





policy to wait for developments of 
prices. As concerns prospects of for- 
eign demand there is nothing of 


a promising order on the old crop, ex- 
cept for the edible grades, at near cur- 
rent prices, although rather more inter- 
est is shown than latterly over the new 
crop at its materially lower prices, as 
against the held rates of the old oil. 
But bids for the new crop prime yel- 
low oil, which were accepted early in 
the week, in instances, are now gener- 
ally turned down, since there is a little 
apprehension that the heavy rains in 
Texas will keep back cotton crop 
marketing in some sections of that 
State, if they have not damaged the 
supply in localities where it had been 
reported that prime seed would be had 
at an early date. The mills 
are pretty generally declining to 
sell crude oil for September and 
October deliveries, although ready 
sellers of the winter deliveries. In 
Texas, 32c. would have been found 
here and there for crude, in tanks, 
September delivery, and in other direc- 
tions it was at and yet for the 
later deliveries there are free sellers at

30c. Some of the Southeast sections 
could have made 3lc. for crude, in 


tanks, for September and October deliv- 
eries, probably more on special freight 
rates, yet there were some small lots 
picked up in other sources at 30c.; and 
for winter deliveries there are rather 
general sellers at 30c. The mills, how- 
ever, do not feel like discounting pros- 
pects of seed prices in the early fall 
months, by selling the oil ahead freely, 
although willing to chance them for a 
later period of the year on the cotton 
crop prospects.

CEYLON.—Trade is quiet and prices 
are held steady at 7%@7%c., as to 
quantity, with sales of 25 tons report- 
ed at 73-16c. Nearby arrivals are held 
at 7%c., and October-November ship- 
ments from the Coast at 6%c., as to 
quantity and seller. 

COCHIN.—The spot stock is mostly 
held by one party, for which 84%4.@8%c. 
is named for retail lots; September-Oc- 
tober shipments, 8c. is asked. 

CORN.—There is no change in the 
situation, except that buyers are con- 
servative in their purchases, only tak- 
ing such lots as their current wants 
require at 6.15c. for car lots. For job- 
bing store parcels 6c. is named. 

OLIVE.—There is more pressure to 
sell recent arrivals, and bids of 51%c. 
for prime yellow have been solicited. 
Holders generally are asking 53@b55c., 
as to quality and seller. Olive foots 


are firmer for choice grades at 5%c. on 
the spot and 6c. for arrival. 
PALM.—The market is quiet, as 
































about all the large consumers have suf- 
ficient stocks for several weeks ahead. 
Small sales of prime red are reported 
at 5%@5'sc., as to quantity and seller. 
Lagos, 5%c. is named, and 7c. for palm 
kernel for August delivery. 

PEANUT.—Rather more inquiry for 
prompt and August delivery at 6%c. for 
prime yellow. 

RAPE.—The usual jobbing demand is 
reported for spot lots, for which 71@ 
72c. is named for choice and 68@69c. for 
refined and blown, according to quan- 
tity. 







Animal and Fish Oils, 

COD.—The market is still without 
animation, but holders do not appear to 
be anxious and maintain prices at the 
former quotations. These are 36@37c. 
for Newfoundland and 33@35c. for do- 
mestic as to quantity. 

DEGRAS.—The firmness character- 
izing all other greases extends to this 
market, although business at present 
is rather light. We quote 34@3'éc. for 
German, 3%@316c. for English and 5@ 
54c. for French, according to quan- 
tity. 

LARD OIL.—The ups and downs of 
the lard market have been without 
much influence upon the situation in 
prime oil, it being generally recognized 
that the fluctations in the grease are 
largely, if not wholly, the result of 






















speculative manipulation. The market 
for oil has ruled rather easy during 
the week, chiefly because of the con- 






tinued lack of important demand and 
while the nominal quotations as to 
selling are 83@85c. it is believed that 






82c. would be accepted on round lots. 
There is little doing in the off oils, 
but the cost of the raw material is 





such as to keep prices firmly at their 
present level. 

MENHADEN.—There have been no 
developments during the  intervial. 
Southern advices continue to report 
that there is little or nothing doing 
there in the way of making oil, but the 
Zastern fleet seems to be meeting with 
fairly satisfactory results. There is no 
crude on the market yet, but at the 
same time there seems to be little, if 
any, inquiry. In pressed and bleached 
oil trade is of the limited character 
usual at this season of the year, but 
prices rest on a firm basis, and there 
has been no change in quotations since 
our last. 

NEATSFOOT.—Buyers confine their 
attention to such small lots as their 
immediate needs require, and the mar- 
ket has a quiet appearance. The un- 
dertone, however, is firm and prices re- 
main as herétofore quoted. 

RED.—The market remains dull, with 
prices more or less nominal at 6%@ 
6%c. for saponified, and 42c. for elaine. 

WHALE AND SPERM.—The stock 
of crude sperm in New Bedford, 2,670 
barrels, by the arrival of the Grey- 
hound with 700 barrels. She had pre- 
viously sent home 3,050 barrels, making 
a total result of her four years’ cruise 
3,750 barrels of sperm. She also bought 
20 barrels of humpback whale oil. In 
the manufactured grades trade is light, 
as usual at this time of the year, but 
prices are steady and unchanged. 

TALLOW OIL—There has been no 
quotable advance as yet, but the tone 
of the market is firm, in sympathy 
with the raw material. At the moment 
the demand is rather slack. 

Mineral Oils. 

The movement on small orders con- 
tinues on a very satisfactory scale, buf 
there have been no very important 
sales of any description. The tone of 
the market is firm and prices remain 
as previously quoted. 

Oil Cake, Meal, Etc. 

There is rather more export inquiry 
for linseed cake for certain ports, and 
sales have been made for August ship- 
ment at $27. Cables report resales 
abroad at about $26. There has been 
a fair demand for cotton meal, and 
sales have been made at $23.20 down to 
$22.90 for September, and October at 
$22.45, f. o. b. Galveston.

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The Petroleum Fields of Japan. 


The development of the Echigo oil 
industry is proceeding apace. Accord- 
ing to a report in a vernacular paper 
the oil in Amase and Kamada, hither- 
to the largest oil-producing district in 
Echigo, shows signs of failing, and at- 
tention has been attracted toward the 
Kitano district, where the wells owned 
by the Nagaoka Industrial Company 
have been yielding a large amount of 
oil since last Autumn. Two of the 
wells, it is said, yield 1,600 gallons a 
day. The oil is carried by means of 
pipes to Takada Station on the Thiny- 
etsu Railway, a distance of ten miles. 

The Standard Oil Company (an 
American company) is about to start 
operations in the Umaya district, the 
plant having now arrived. The com- 
pany applied in February for permis- 
sion to lay down pipes from the oil 
fields to the company’s oil refinery at 
Naoyetsu, a distance of ten miles. 

The Nippon Kerosene Company is 
making trial borings in the Kitano dis- 
trict, and the Zowo Kerosene Company 
in the Nashihira district. The Iwai 
Company, of Osaka, which has a capi- 
tal of £2,000, is making borings at 
Kokaya. In addition to these the Kos- 
hiyama Kerosene Company, the Toa 
Kerosene Company, and a capitalist of 
Tokio have bought several leases, and 
will be starting operations shortly. 

The International Oil Company (a 
juridicial person under Japanese law, 
consisting of foreigners and Japanese), 
of Echigo, has placed on the market 
the oil refined by the company. As to 
quotations the Naoyetsu delivery is 
quoted at 4s. 2d. per box, and it can be 
put on the Yokohama and Tokio mar- 
kets at about 4s. 1ld. per box. The oil 
is clear and transparent, the flashing 
point being 110 degrees. At present the 
company has a stock of 45,500 boxes in 
Echigo.—British Consular Report.

American Qils in the Far East. 


America in the Pacific and the Far 
East is probably as well and as thor- 
oughly represented in the oil line as 
in any other direction of commercial 
exports. In other words, the lubrica- 
ting oils, illuminating oils and oils for 
mixing paints, colors and varnishes 
are as freely supplied by the manufac- 
turers and dealers of the United 
States as most other countries. This 
is the conclusion that your corre- 
spondent drew after having been in 
the islands of the Pacific and in the 
Orient for something more than three 
years, during which visits were con- 
stantly made to new places. While 
there is a light vein of-deceit running 
through the average Asiatic, I can 
commend them for keeping their 
word, and fulfilling a contract. I can 
say the same of the commercial men 
of the islands of the Pacific, from the 
Sandwich Islands down to the islands 
on the equator, the last one visited be- 
ing Borneo. At the present time 
China is consuming much petroleum, 
lubricating oils, greases and related 
materials, and the same can be said 
of many of the islands in the Pacific. 
The demand for the oils in the Philip- 
pines has been enlarged by the exten- 
sion of territory. Japan, Java, Malay 
Peninsula, Siam and Burmah have de- 
veloped wonderfully during the past 
few years under the influence of for- 
eign capital, and the extension of busi- 
ness has been marked in every line of 
trade. The oil consumption has more 
than doubled in many of the populated 
sections in these and other countries 
because of the new conditions. Your 
correspondent desires to make note of 
these new conditions as they apply to 
the oil consumption in these countries, 
so as to give manufacturers and deal- 
ers in oils, lubricating and illumina- 
ting, an idea of the situation. 

OLD AND NEW MODES OF OILING 
SHAFTS. 

About three years ago the writer 
traveled over the same territory in the 
Far East and made note of the condi- 
tions under which shafts of machinery 
were lubricated. Any sort of a con- 
trivance seemed to answer. Japan and 
the Philippines and other of the coun- 
tries used bamboo tubes like a figure 
I filled with inferior fats. The fat was 
placed in the tube through the open- 
ing at b and gradually worked down 
through the little connecting quill c 
to the bearing. But the bearing had 
to get pretty hot before the grease 
softened and flowed. In some of the 
islands even cruder devices were em- 
ployed. In the Gilbert Islands, and in 
the Sulu group, the roll bearings of 
cane crushers were oiled with daubs 
of fats put on by native boys with 
sticks. Some rubber working ma- 
chinery on Mindanoa Island was oiled 
with little wood quills, made syringe 
fashion, and the native squirted oil 
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Over everything in order to lubricate 
one place. In Fig. 2 is a sketching of 
the kind of a neat, imported oiling de- 
vice which one may observe in exten- 
sive use in many parts of these islands 
at this day. The advancement has 
been wonderful. During three years 
thousands of modern styles of lubri- 
cating devices have been imported, and 
these are supplied with imported lubri- 
cating oils. This causes a good de- 
mand for oils, and the dealers in the 
leading centers are handling consider- 
able quantities. 
THE GUAM IDEA OF 
SHAFTS. 
I found evidences, however, of the 
old ideas of greasing shafts upon stop- 
Ping off at Guam on the Island of 
Guam a few months ago. Fig. 3 
shows the general idea of the Guam- 
ites’ oiling device, which is used on 
sugar machinery, tobacco working de- 
vices, lumber sawing contrivances, 
etc. The whole affair is wood, except 
the shaft. The shaft is metal, and it 
turns in the hard wood boxes, which 
box is fitted with a solid piece, tun- 
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neled, which piece is made to fit snug, 
as shown, and through this the fat is 
passed to the bearing. 


The native machinists in the Far 
East are not at all lacking the facility 
of imitating the ways of their Ameri- 
can brothers. American machinists 
and engineers are pretty thoroughly 
distributed in the Far East nowadays, 
and most of them are doing a world of 
good by advising and instructing the 
natives in mechanical sciences. In 
Fig. 4 is one method employed by na- 
tive machinists for effecting a distribu- 
tion of lubricating oils on the larger- 
sized shafts. The defect, of course, is 
in the turn of the exterior channels, 
for these are so planned that the oils 
are likely to clog. The channels ought 
to go straight down to the shaft from 
the point of intersection with the cen- 
tral tube. Again I saw that one native, 
in order to get what he supposed would 
be a more efficient scattering of the 
oils, adopted the scheme shown in Fig. 
5. The shaft was so badly cut up by 
these grooves that it constantly grated 
and groaned. The shaft is marked g 
and the sleeves h, both of which are 
cut to make the grooves harmonize, 
and so they do when the shaft and 
sleeves are in right position, but the 
least turn throws off the alignment, 
and the point sought for by the native 
is lost. But all this gives an idea of 
how the natives try to get things into 
the American and improved way of 
operation. They make many mistakes, 
but in time will improve, 
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Some laughable incidents always oc- 
cur in every locality in the Far East 
whenever a new shipment of oiling de- 
vices are secured. I happened to be 
in a thriving industrial town several 
weeks, during which time the first lot 
of automatic lubricating devices ever 
received arrived. These were handled 
by the store of a British firm which 
carried general mechanical wares. 
The natives bought the self-oilers free- 
ly for use on woodworking, metal- 
working, sugar mill and other ma- 
chinery. I called at a number of 
places where they had done this and 
found several instances in which the 
oilers were adjusted to revolving loose 
pulleys, as in Fig. 6. 

Of course, the centrifugal force 
caused the oil to press outward from 
the feed, and the shafts were never 
oiled unless the pulley happened to be 
stopped with the oiler above. But 
these mistakes are only serving as les- 
sons to perfect the native methods. 
You merely tell the native what to do 
and point out his error, and he smiles 
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and at once goes to work to rectify the 
trouble. 
IN THE LINE OF ILLUMINATION. 

We should also refer to the ad- 
vancement effected in the line of il- 
luminating since your correspondent 
was first in this vicinity some three 
years ago. I can best demonstrate 
this by illustrating one of the im- 
proved night signs which I observed in 
Manila. In Nagasaki there is also a 
firm making signs for operation with 
petroleum lights. Electrical signs are 
not uncommon in Manila. Fig. 7 is 
an oil light sign and the concern does 
quite a business. Olive oil with one 
part petroleum is used for lighting and 
a clear white light results. 

OIL DIPS. 

Still one finds the oil dip in use in 
many of the islands of the far East 
and in the Pacific. A common brand 
is shown in Fig. 8, in which a cocoa- 
nut shell is used, fitted with a sheet 
metal bracket, as shown, for sustaining 
the wick j in’ the proper position. 
Cocoanut oil is burned. Cocoanut oil 
is also burned in glass tumblers in the 
Malay group, as in Fig. 9. A _ strip 
of tin is placed over the glass at k 
and the wick is held in place by a 
hole in this tin. I saw vapor  pe- 
troleum and gasoline lights in use in 
Japan and in two or three of the 
islands near the equator. Some of 
these are imported from America or 
Germany or manufactured in local 
shops. Fig. 11 is a sketching of the 
type usually used. The oil feeds from 
a tank to the supply pipe m. There is 
a flame burning at n and the heat 
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from this jet vaporizes the oil. The 
oil mixes with air at p and passes to 
the tube o, thence to the pipe r and to 
the mantle s. The jet n is fed by 
the vapor which escapes through pipe 1 
from the main pipe. A very intense 
white light results. The oil should be 
under pressure by pumping the oil 
tank half full of air with a bicycle 
pump, after half full the tank is filled 
with oil. 
FANTASTIC PRESENTATIONS, 

Down in the Moros country, where 
the Sultan rules, and the men are 
given to smoking excessively, the to- 
bacco dealers sometimes draw custom 
by the exhibition of carved fantastic 
pipes, as shown in Fig. 11. This is 
an enormous pipe, carved from a log 
of wood, and fitted with a pipe t for 
carrying illuminating oil to interior 
jets which burn back of the glaring 
colored glass orbs. The effect is 
startling. The feed pipe is marked t. 
The Moros also like to have the en- 
trances to their homes freely lighted, 
and some of the better classes of the 
natives use very elaborately colored 
glass and tinsel lights, a sample of 
which is presented in Fig. 12. The 
supply pipe for the oil is marked u.

Hearing on Vieomargarine Coloring. 


Washington, Aug. 1, 1902. 


The Commissioner of Internal Rey- 
enue on Monday, the 4th instant, will 
zive a hearing to the legal representa- 
tives of a number of manufacturers of 
oleomargarine and of the dairy inter- 
upon the general subject of the 
use of materials in the manufacture 
of oleomargarine which will impart to 
the finished product a shade of yellow. 
The discussion will center upon two 
points; first, whether paim oil may be 
used as an ingredient of oleomargar- 
ine, paying one-fourth cent per pound 
tax; and second, whether a small quan- 
tity of natural yellow butter may be 
used for the coloring of oleomargarine 
without subjecting it to the ten cent 
tax. 

The ocleomargarine people will be 
represented by Judge Outcault, of Cin- 
cinnati, a prominent lawyer of that 
city, while Messrs. Chas. Y. Knight, of 
Chicago, and ex-Governor Hoard, of 
Wisconsin, who will be remembered as 
heading the dairy lobby which- pro 
cured the passage of the new oleomar- 
law, will represent the butter 
people. The question as to the use of 
palm oil in the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine has been raised by the dairy 
people, who charge that certain prom- 
inent manufacturers are employing 
this oil to color their product, claiming 
that the use of this vegetable oil as a 
component part of the product is not 
a violation of that provision of the 
law prohibiting the use of “artificial’’ 
coloring matter in goods taxed one- 
fourth cent per pound. The conten- 
tentions set up against the use of 
palm oil, or other vegetable oils calcu- 
lated to impart a shade of yellow to 
oleomargarine, are set forth in a brief 
which has just been filed with the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
The arguments here employed are im- 
portant, for the reason that they cover 
the entire field of coloration and are 
likely to bé made the basis of a sweep- 
ing decision, pro or con, by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau. In referring to 
palm oil as a coloring matter, the brief 
cays:— 

“Prior to entering into a fuller discus- 
sion of the question of ‘artificial colora- 
tion,’ your orator desires to relate his ob- 
servations of and experiments with palm 
oil as a coloring matter. At the outset it 
may be said that palm oil is recognized 
by the United States Dispensatory to be 
a yellow coloring matter for soaps, one 
per cent. being prescribed as the proper 
amount to produce the proper color. In 
its crude state chlorophyll, a vegetable 
color pigment, which is one of the bases 
of all vegetable coloring compounds, 
heavily abounds. It is so heavily charged 
with this yellow pigment that when con- 
gealed it varies in color from dirty brick 
red to orange yellow. The dirtier the red 
the greater its coloring properties. This 
coloring matter is classed by all author- 
ities as an impurity, extraneous, etc., and 
is readly removed by various chemical 
and mechanical processes, leaving the ofl 
pure and for a time odorless. The char- 
acteristic odor of palm oil when once ex- 
perienced will never be forgotten, It is 
the chief constituent of one of the best 
known brands of axle grease, and has 
never been used for food purposes, outside 
of the immediate vicinity in the tropics 
where it is produced. 

“In the absence of definite information, 
which of course is impossible for an out- 
sider to obtain, your orator assumes that 
the yellow colored goods put out by vari- 
ous manufacturers are colored with palm 
oil. Those familiar with the character- 
istics of various coloring matters hold 
this opinion, particularly as to the goods 
produced by Nelson Morris & Co. and 
William J. Moxley, of Chicago, both of 
which possess yellow of a shade far 
higher and of a different nature than has 
ever been produced by the customary in- 
gredients of uncolored oleomargarine. 

“On Wednesday, July 23, 1902, your 
orator secured a sample of the product of 
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both Nelson Morris & Co. and William J. | interpretation of the law that all veg- there will only be a small 


Moxley, possessing the highest color of 
any oleomargarine placed upon the mar- 
ket under the new law with the one-fourth 
cent tax. Samples of the product of 
Messrs. Braun & Fitts, of Chicago, placed 
upon the market July 1, which showed 
absolutely no indication of coloration, 
were also obtained. 

“To test the coloring qualities of palm 
oil, one-eighth of an ounce of what is 
known as the ‘red oil,’ purchased from M. 
J. Barrett & Co., of Chicago, was mixed 
with a pound ayes of Braun & Fitts 
white goods. This quantity amounted to 
8 of one per cent. The result was a 
color of yellow too deep for the Chicago 
market for butter, and ocher-looking in 
comparison with the Morris or Moxley 
goods. 

“A small quantity was taken from this 
olored sample and mixed with an equal 
amount of Braun & Fitts’ white goods. 
The result was a product of but 4 per 
cent. palm oil, but still higher in color 
than the sample produced by Moxley and 
Morris. Another mixture of equal parts 
of this .4 per cent. sample with the white 
goods brought the quantity of palm oil in 
the experimental lot down to .2 per cent., 
and the result was nearer the color of the 
Morris goods with which the comparison 
was being made. At the outside .3 per 
cent. palm oil would bring the color of 
the white goods up to the shade of those 
being placed upon the market by Nelson 
Morris & Co. and Wm. J. Moxley. 

“The report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury made in response to a resolution 
of the House May 14, 1900, showed that 
.or the fiscal year ended June 30, 1899, 
there were used in the 84,130,474 pounds of 
oleomargarine produced that year 148,970 
pounds coloring matter. This figures 
practically .18 per cent., and was the 
strongest coloring matter made, being of 
the analine character. 

“The quantity of palm oil necessary to 
be employed by oleomargarine manufac- 
turers to-day is little greater in quantity 
than was used of this strong aniline col- 
oring matter, and the result is a shade of 
of yellow so deep as to come up to the 
butter standard of our largest market.” 


Continuing, the brief analyzes the 
provisions of the new oleomargarine 
law with regard to coloration, and 
sums up the argument against palm 
oil or any other vegetable oil carrying 
any shade of yellow as follows:— 


“Palm oil used in oleomargarine pro- 
duces ‘artificial coloration’ for the follow- 
ing reasons:— 

“First. It is recognized in the United 
States Dispensatory to be a coloring mat- 
ter for soaps. Soaps are made from the 
identical fats and oils employed in the 
manufacture of oleomargarine. 

“Second. Because ‘coloration’ is its 
chief characteristic in oleomargarine. The 
quantity possible to use is too small to 
warrant its presence for any other pur- 
pose. ° 

“Third. It contains vegetable coloring 
matter in large quantities, such coloring 
being classed by all authorities as ‘ex- 
traneous’ and from which it can be easily 
freed. 

“Fourth. While it is a vegetable oil, 
the rancid condition in which it is re- 
ceived in this country prevents its use as 
a food, and it is only by secret artificial 
treatment that it can be put in condition 
to be used in oleomargarine, even in the 


minute quantities necessary to produce a 
deep yellow. 
“Fifth. It is the impurities and not the 


oil which produce the yellow color. The 
less pure the oil the greater its capacity 
for producing color. 

“Sixth. Its principal effect is color, and 
if forbidden to use unless purified, and the 
color removed, it would, because of its 
many objectionable characteristics, find 
no _— in oleomargarine. 

“Seventh. The color of palm oil in its 
crude state is reddish yellow to a dirty 
brown. Oleomargarine the natural color 
of palm oil would be absolutely unsalable. 
The color is ‘modified by human skill and 
labor’ to a lemon yellow or straw color by 
its mixture with other fats of a light or 
white color. This modification makes the 
effect produced ‘artificial coloration’ in 
the strictest meaning of the words. 

“Eighth. Palm oil is ‘artificial colora- 
tion’ because the color produced is ‘cul- 
tivated.’ It ‘represents by a false appear- 
ance of’ because the modification not only 
disguises the palm oil itself, but conceals 
the character of other ingredients, thus 
producing a color that ‘is not genuine or 
natural’ to either the palm oil or the re- 
maining ingredients,”’ 


In conclusion the brief urges the 
Treasury Department “to adhere to its 
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etable oils are legally component parts 
of oleomargarine and admit them under 
the one-fourth cent tax, but rule fur- 
ther that such oils must be pure and 
free from color which will become so 
modified in the finished article as to 
bring the color of the product clearly 
within the common meaning of the 
word ‘artificial’ and produce a yellow 
coloration.’””’ Should the department 
continue to hold that “artificial col- 
oration” can only be produced through 
the agency of a physical agent or “‘col- 
oring matter,” the brief contends that 
the intent of the law must be wholly 
defeated. 

Judge Outcault will contend that a 
much larger proportion of palm oil is 
used in the manufacture of oleomarga- 
rine than is stated in the brief above 
quoted and that it therefore becomes a 
bona fide component part of the prod- 
uct and is not in any sense an artifl- 
cial coloration. 

The question of the use of a small 
quantity of natural yellow batter will 
also come up for argument, for while 
the department, in regulations hereto- 
fore printed in these columns, holds 
that such butter may be legally used 
in the coloring of oleomargarine pay- 
ing the minimum tax, the dairy inter- 
est opposes this decision and will en- 
deavor to have it rescinded. Monday’s 
hearing will be made the basis of a 
very exhaustive inquiry into the ques- 
tion of coloration and a series of sup- 
plemental regulations will probably be 
issued at an early date. 
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London Linseed Market. 


The shipments from India, especially 
for the Continent, were larger than ex- 
pected, and, with very little disposition 
on the part of buyers to operate, the 
market has been dull and drooping all 
the week, prices at the close showing a 
decline of about 1s. 6d. as compared 
with last Friday for Calcutta seed in 
all positions. Spot plate at Hull is fully 
1s. 6d. down, and new crop, December- 
January and January-February ship- 
ments, about 1s. 3d. Bombay has sold 
at about 2s. 6d. under the prices asked 
by shippers a week or ten days ago, 
and the demand is very limited, even 
at the decline. The quantity afloat has 
continued to decrease rapidly, and now 
amounts to only 392,000 qrs. against 
650,000 qrs. a month ago; but, although 
so far as it goes this is in favor of the 
market, on the other hand this de- 
crease in the afloat figures means that 
the recent arrivals have been large, 
and consequently stocks have in- 
creased, so that apparently there is no 
immediate prospect of the demand im- 
proving to any extent. In a few weeks’ 
time the position will probably be al- 
tered, shipments being likely to be 
quite small at present prices, as, al- 
though values in Calcutta have de- 
clined during the last few days, they 
are still some 2s. 6d. above the level 
here. 

Latest mail advices from America 
state that the weather had continued 
too cool and wet, and, although little 
damage had been done at that time 
(ten days ago), a warm, dry spell was 
urgently required, otherwise the crop 
would be a late one and liable to dam- 
age from early frosts. The acreage is 
estimated at least 10 per cent: over last 
year’s.

The shipments of linseed from India 
from April 1 to July 11 amounted to 
1,033,000 qrs. (Calcutta 661,000 qrs. and 
Bombay 372,000 ars.), against 915,000 qrs.

The shipments from the Argentine 
this week were 900 tons to Europe and 
nil to North America, and since Jan- 
uary 1 324,000 tons (including 11,000 tons 
to North America), against 354,000 tons 
(including 37,500 tons for America in 
the corresponding period last year and 
211,500 tons in 1900). 

From Russia and the Danube the ex- 
ports of linseed from August 1 to July 
12 have amounted to 295,000 qrs., 
against 799,300 qrs. last year and 949,- 
500 qrs. in 1900. 

The shipments of linseed from all 
countries last week amounted to 14,000 
ars. for the U. K. (including orders) 
and 59,000 qrs. for the Continent, to- 
gether 73,000 qrs. (against 26,000 qrs. in 
the same week last year), making a 
total since January 1 of 1,252,000 qrs. to 
the U. K. and orders, and 1,781,000 qrs. 
for the Continent, total 3,033,000 qrs., 
against 1,027,000 qrs. for the U. K. and 
orders and 1,704,000 qrs for the Conti- 
nent, total 2,731,000 qrs. in the same 
period last year. 

The receipts of linseed at Bombay for 
the week ended June 26 amountéd to 
1,123 tons, against 1,634 tons in the pre- 
vious week and 1,453 tons in the same 
week last year. The total receipts at 
Bombay from January 1 to June 26 
amounted to 88,412 tons, against 73,546 
tons in the corresponding period in 
1901.

Drawback on Petroleum Barrels. 
Washington, Aug. 1, 1902. 


The Treasury Department is about 
to issue a series of regulations estab- 
lishing a rate of allowance of draw- 
back on petroleum barrels when ex- 
ported. The applicant in this case is 
the Standard Oil Company, and the 
drawback allowed represents the duty 
paid on imported hoop steel, used in 
the manufacture of bands for the bar- 
rels. The development of the draw- 
back principle has made it advantage- 
ous for exporters in all lines to take 
advantage of every possible item of re- 
bate, and as the duty on this hoop 
steel is about 40 per cent., it has been 
found desirable to import it, place it 
on barrels of domestic manufacture, 
and claim rebate upon the exportation 
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regulations to be issued. As promul- 
gated, these regulations will provide 
as follows:— 


‘Department regulations (T. D. 13,475) 
establishing a rate for allowance of 
drawback on petroleum barrels bound 
with hoops made from imported hoop 
steel, is hereby extended to cover similar 
manufactures by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, of New York, N. Y., provided that 
the quantity of hoop steel in condition as 
imported which may be taken as a basis 
for allowance of drawback shall be 10.966 
pounds for each barrel bound with hoops 
of dimensions as follows: Two head 
hoops, 1% inches wide, 69% inches long, 
No. 17 wire gauge; two quarter hoops, 
1% inches wide, 7344 inches long, No. 18 
wire gauge; two bilge hoops, 1% inches 
wide, 79% inches long, No. 17 wire gauge. 
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The Specific Heat of Glycerin Waste 


Lyes and Crude Glycerin.* 


BY AUGUST H. GILL, PH.D., AND S&S. B. 
MILLER, 6.B. 


The object of this work was to ob- 
tain data for the proportioning of the 
heating surface of evaporators used in 
the recovery of glycerin from waste 
soap lyes. 

The data on this subject are very 
meagre. A few values were found in 
Landolt and Bérnstein’s tables, which 
were presumably for pure glycerine; 
some data in regard to boiling points 
with coresponding percentages of glyc- 
erin and salt were obtained (Table 1), 
together with the data for a test of 16 
hours on a double-effect evaporator at 
Philadelphia. This test furnished valu- 
able matter in regard to the tempera- 
tures that prevail during the process 
(Table 2). 

In this test, the purified lyes were 
fed to the first vessel and from it to 
the second, the proper height in each 
being maintained. When the liquor in 
the second vessel became crude gly- 
cerin, the plant was shut down and 
the test closed. The lyes were purified 
by the addition of sulphuric acid and 
persulphate of iron to entirely neu- 
tralise the hydrate and carbonate of 
soda. The resulting precipitate was 
separated by a filter press. The salt 
and sulphate were removed during the 
process as they precipitated. 

After reviewing the data at hand, it 
was decided that the specific heat 
should be determined for a range of 
temperature corresponding to those de- 
veloped in the apparatus as shown by 
the test. Hence the following method 
was adopted:— 

The lye or crude glycerin was in- 
closed in a platinum bottle and heated 
to 100 degrees C. The bottle was then 
transferred to the calorimeter and the 
rise of temperature noted. From these 
observations the specific heat was cal- 
culated. This method gave the mean 
specific heat between 100 degrees C. and 
25 degrees C. The temperatures varied 
somewhat from these limits as will be 
shown by the table (Table 4). 


The bottle was heated in a jacketed 
cylindrical heater, properly lagged 
with asbestos; the jacket contained 
xylene and was furnished with a re- 
turn condenser. The inner cylinder 
was opened at the top and furnished 
with a cork through which passed the 
thermometers, one of which gave the

temperature of the chamber and the 
other the temperature of the liquid in 
the bottle. This latter thermometer 
bulb was inserted in the center of the 
liquid by means of a platinium tube 
that extended through the stopper of 
the bottle. When the required tem- 
perature was reached the cork with the 
thermometers was removed and the 
bottle quickly lifted by means of a 
string and lowered into the calorimeter. 


The calorimeter was of brass, with 
a tin jacket, from which it was in- 
sulated by corks. The inner surface 
of the jacket was polished to diminish 
radiation. The stirring was done by 
hand, and half-minute readings of the 
thermometer were taken. The ther- 
mometer readings were corrected and 
a cooling correction applied in deter- 
mining the final temperature and the 
rise. The calorimeter stood on a 
wooden base, the side toward the 
heater being lagged with asbestos. The 
time to transfer the bottle from the 
heater to the calorimeter was about 
five seconds. 

While the above method gave fairly 
satisfactory results, yet in the course 
of working with it several defects were 
noted which might be remedied in a 
more extended investigation. Some 
Suggestions that would tend to in- 
crease the accuracy of the observa- 
tions are here given. 

di) An electric heater that could be 
kept exactly at the temperature de- 
sired. (ii.) The bottle and substance 
to be allowed to stand in the heater 
for a considerable time to obviate the 
possibility of the outer layers of the 
liquid being hotter than the center. 
diii.) The heater to be arranged so that 
it could slide over the calorimeter and 
be provided with a trap to more 
quickly transfer the bottle. (iv.) A 
mechanical stirrer for the calorimeter. 
The lyes high in glycerine and the 
crude glycerin have a very low con- 
ductivity, and, therefore, the cooling 
correction is hard to apply and is much 
affected by the stirring, which must 
be constant and efficient. 


Six samples of lyes, from the purified 
lye from the filter press to the crude 
glycerin were used for the determina- 
tions, as follows:— 
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Sample A. Purified lye from the filter press 
ready to be evaporated. 

Sample B. From clear lye tank, partly evap- 
orated, 

Sample C. Lye as it leaves the first evapo- 
rator. 

Sample D. Lye as it leaves the second evapo- 
rator. 

Sample E. Half crude glycerin. 

Sample F. Crude glycerin. 

The samples do not represent the 
same lye which has gone through the 
various processes of refining, but are 
samples withdrawn at the indicated 
stages during the regular running of 
the apparatus. 

In order to complete the study of 
the lyes, and the effect of their vary- 
ing contents of salt, sulphate and gly- 
cerin on the specific heat noted, the 
per cent. of these bodies was de- 
termined. The presence of salt is due 
to the “salting out” of the soap, and

(Table 3). 

It will be seen that the increase of 
the percentage of glycerin is the chief 
factor in the fall of the specific heat. 
The sulphate is in a small amount 
throughout, and reaches its maximum 
in sample C. In sample E, it is ex- 
tremely small, and although no deter- 
mination was made, it is probably ab- 
sent in sample F. The salt reaches its 
maximum in sample D, and then falls. 
The salt was present and determined 
in all the samples. The specific gravity 
of the samples was also determined at 
15.6 degrees C. by means of the West- 
phal balance. 

The methods employed in the ana- 
lytical work were the following:—For 
glycerin, the bichromate method. 

The glycerin is oxidized with chro- 
mic acid and the excess of bichromate 
titrated with ferrous ammonium sul- 
phate. The procedure is as follows:— 
A sample of 1.5—2 grms. is weighed 
into a 25-c.c. calibrated flask and 1.5 
grms. of silver sulphate, weighed on 
the rough balance, is added, the solu- 
tion made up to 25-c.c., and six drops 
added to make up for the displacement 
of the silver chloride. The solution is 
then shaken until it clears (about five 
minutes), and filtered into two beakers, 
half in each. The first half of the so- 
lution is used to rinse the pipette, and 
from the second half 5-c.c. are pipetted 
into a 250-c.c. beaker. Add 7—10 c.c. of 
bichromate and, slowly 15 c.c. of sul- 
phuric acid (1.84). It is heated for half 
an hour on the water bath, diluted to 
200 c.c. and titrated. 

Modifications to be Observed.—For 
crude and half crude, use 1 grm., and 
dilute to 600 c.c. If the filtrate, after 
treatment with silver sulphate do not 
come clear, the work must be repeated. 

Standardizations. — To standardise 
the ferrous ammonium sulphate, run 
out 7—10 c.c. of the bichromate into a 
250-c.c. beaker, add 15 c.c. of sulphuric 
acid (1.84), heat for half an hour on the 
water bath, dilute to 200 c.c. and tit- 
rate. To standardise the bichromate

against glycerin, weigh out 0.05 grm. 
of glycerin into a 250-c.c. beaker, add 
15—16 c.c. of bichromate, then add, 
slowly, 15 c.c. of sulphuric acid (1.84), 
heat half an hour on the water bath 
and titrate the excess of bichromate. 

Precautions to be Observed.—There 
should be a considerable excess of 
bichromate and the same amount of 
dilution to get well agreeing results. 

Strength of Solutions.—Bichromate: 
76 grms. of K2Cr207 and 150 grms. of 
H2S04 (1.84) per litre. Ferrous ammo- 
nium sulphate; 300 grms. of FeNH4 
(S04)2 and 10 c.c. of H2SO04 1.84 per 
litre. 

Determination of Salt.—The salt was 
determined by titration with silver 
nitrate. 2.5 grms. of lye are weighed 
into a 25-c.c. flask, made up to 25 c.c., 
and 6 c.c. pipetted into a beaker. It 
is diluted with 50 c.c. of water, two 
drops of phenol phthalein added, and 
the solution neutralized, if necessary, 
with nitric acid. Then 15 drops of po- 
tassium chromate indicator are added 
and the solution titrated with N/10 
silver nitrate. The silver nitrate solu- 
tion is made up approximately N/10

Potassium chromate indi- 
cator, 30 grms. per litre. 

Determination of Sulphate.—5 c.c. of 
lye were pipetted into a 25-c.c. flask, 
made up to 25 c.c. and then 5 c.c. pipet- 
ted off for the determination. This 
gave weight of lye equal to the specific 
gravity of the sample. The sodium 
sulphate was then determined in the 
usual way with barium chloride. 

The bichromate method for glycerin, 
whilst known to give results slightly 
high, is much more expeditious than 
the acetin method, which in its turn 
gives results too low. It is also better 
for lyes low in glycerin than the acetin 
method.

The Qainine Factory at Bandong. 


The Bandang quinine factory has 
issued its report for 1901, in which it 
states that the entire year’s produc- 
tion, with the exception of 3,712 kilos 
supplied to the Dutch Indian Govern- 
ment, was sold at the Batavia auc- 
tions, and the quantity for the ten 
auctions of the current year was fixed 
at 37,800 kilos. The plant has been en- 
larged and improved; a third extractor 
has been put down, new pulverizers in- 
stalled and a new boiler added to the 
battery already in use. The entire 
plant is valued now at about $85,000. 
Owing to the fact that the last auction 
of the year was held on December 28, 
the quinine sold was not delivered and 
paid for until January. For this rea- 
son the balance sheet shows a large 
number of outstanding accounts. The 
debenture issue made during the year 
was fully applied for, and an amount 
of about $4,000 is required to be set 
aside every year for redemption, com- 
mencing in 1903. The net profit of the 
factory was about $5,000. At the end 


of 1901 there was about a ton of 
quinine in process of manufactvge, and 
the stock of bark amounted to about

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, July 31, 1902. 

The flax crop has had another week 
of exceptionally favorable growing 
weather over the greater part of the 
principal flax areas, and has materially 
improved in-condition. Continued re- 
ports come from Missouri to the effect 
that yields are light owing to the bolls 
not being well filled, and that there 
are many weed seeds as it comes from 
the threshing machines. That State 
and Kansas have about completed their 
flax harvest, and the reports run from 
poor to fine. On the whole a good crop 
has been harvested in the Southwest. 
Iowa and Nebraska are now ready to 
cut and send in favorable reports. A 
week of good weather has pushed for- 
ward rapidly the fields in Minnesota 
and South Dakota, and a better than 
average crop will be raised in each of 
these two States. In North Dakota 
the week has been hot and dry, a lit- 
tle too dry for the late sown flax. Early 
sown is in fine shape, but that sown 
late is generally poor. In Barnes 
county the plant is reported to be look- 
ing poor. In Benson county the early 
sown is looking well, but late flax is 
badly withered and needs rain. Bur- 
leigh county reports flax in blossom 
and vigorous. The early sown is doing 
well in Cass county, while the late 
sown is very poor and backward. The 
crop is gaining in Grand Forks county, 
but the late sown needs rain. Nelson 
county says late sown is not doing 
well there. Richland county reports all 
crops doing well except late flax, 
and that rains will help that. 
In Stutsman, where they have had re- 
cent rains, flax looks fine, though it 
is short. Most of the flax in Traill 
county is in blossom and looks good. 
In Walsh county the early sown is in 
good shape, while it is reported the 
late sown will be a poor crop. Sum- 
marizing the reports as gleaned from 


correspondents in the several flax 
States, the conditions are uniformly 
favorable, with the exception of late 


sown flax in North Dakota. Just what 
proportion of the sowingsin that State 
were put in late is a difficult matter 
to determine, but as the spring there 
was wet and cold, with early sowings 
impossible on the low lands, it is rea- 
sonable to assume that a considerable 
part of the State acreage will be found 
to consist of late sown fields, and that 
therefore a considerable part of the 
North Dakota crop is poor and back- 
ward. But as the general indications 
point to a crop that will yield some 
10,000,000 bushels or so of exportable 
surplus, it is a little too early for the 
trade to worry over a backward crop. 
If it gets in shape before the frosts 
come it may turn out that the late 
sown will come squarely up to all re- 
quirements as to yield and quality. 
Values the current week were steady 
until toward the close, when cash flax 
improved 3@5c. At the same time Sep- 
tember and October both closed 2c. low- 
er. Scarcity of cash seed is the only 
reason assigned for the advance in 
spot, while the improved prospects for 
the new crop were a weakening fac- 
tor in the future market. It was very 
quiet all week and speculators are out 
of the market altogether. The closing 
prices each day at the three principal

The cash transactions reflect a steady 
market, but it was apparent that any- 
thing above the lowest values was 
hard to get, as sales fell off sharply on 
an advance in the asked prices. At 
Chicago the only transaction of conse- 
quence was a sale of 25,000 October at 
$1.32. October was the principal option 
traded in at Duluth, prices holding 
within a range of 1c. all week. Several 
round lots of September also changed 
hands at an even more limited varia- 
tion in price. Minneapolis crushers 
took something like 5,000 bushels a day 
in that market, of which about 40 per 
cent. was rejected seed and the re- 
mainder No. 1.

The receipts at Chicago for the crop 
year (Aug. 1, 1901, to July 31, 1902) show 
a deficit at this market of 1,260,000 
bushels, as compared with the figures 
of the previous crop year. The big de- 
creases were in the early months and 
were caused by the partial failure of 
the Southwestern crop. The declines in 
the later months were due to the shift- 
ing of the center of the flax area to 
territory tributary to Duluth, and this 
was further aided by the policy of 
“freeze-out” played by certain Chicago 
traders in this market for several years 
past, by which policy the speculative 
element has been eliminated from the 
Chicago market. The receipts for the

The only shipment for the current 
week was 1,299 bushels rejected seed 
that was moved out July 26. Last year 
there were no shipments. For the 
crop year just ended Chicago shipped 
2,000,000 fewer bushels of flaxseed than 
were shipped on the previous crop. As 
the receipts were 1,260,000 bushels 
lighter, it is apparent that Chicago 
mills consumed 700,000 more bushels 
of seed than in the previous year. At 
the close of the crop year stocks of 
both seed and oil are light at this 
point, which means that the increased 
consumption of oil in the territory 
tributary to Chicago has taken up the 
additional amounts of seed crushed 
here.

LINSEED OIL.—The price of linseed 
oil holds unchanged for the week at 
fic. for leading brands. Other brands 
may be picked up at a somewhat lower 
price, depending on quality and the 
necessities of the seller. Less is now 
heard of second-hand oil, and it is be- 
lieved that element in the trading is 
very nearly eliminated from the mar- 
ket. The buying comes from a more 
extended field, but sales are for small 
lots, buyers taking only sufficient to 
cover immediate needs. The total, 
however, aggregates quite a fair busi- 
ness for the season. The buyers in- 
clude firms who had contracts up to 
August, but who have received all that 
was due on the contracts and are again 
in need of supplies. The increase in the 
territory covered by the orders indi- 
cates that stocks generally throughout 
the country are well cleaned up. 

LARD.—The early part of the week 
under review disclosed a strong mar- 
ket, and an advance was scored on a 
light run of hogs and a big advance in 
lard values at Liverpool. This, how- 
ever, was followed by a sharp decline 
due to the weak grain situation and 
considerable selling by grain commis- 
sion houses, partly on stop-loss orders. 
The market closed unsettled, with lard 
relatively higher than ribs, cash and 
September lard making a smaller de- 
cline than any of the other hog prod- 


ucts, tefiners and exporters report 
having good trade at the close, and, un- 
less hog receipts increase materially, 
of which there is not much chance, 
much lower prices cannot reasonably 
be expected The actual trading for 
the week was small, and both exports 
and shipments were light. Exports 
were but 13,000 tierces, as compared 
with 25,000 last year, and shipments

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Aug. 2, 1902. 


The reports from the producing fields 
during the past week have been some- 
what less encouraging to the drillers 
and they are now less apprehensive of 
a decline in the price of the product, 
which they feared would follow the re- 
duction of 20 points in the price of re- 
fined for export announced on the 23d 
ult. About an average number of new 
wells have been reported, but the per- 
centage of dry holes has been larger 
and the larger part of the producing 
wells are small affairs. The operators 
have, however, been encouraged by the 
incoming of several exceptionally good 
wells, and in one instance it is thought 
a new pool is indicated, as the well 
was a rank wildcat and was drilled as 
such and without the usual incentive 
to find an extension to previously de- 
fined territory. There is still consid- 
erable territory in West Virginia, and 
also in Ohio, which has not been tested 
by the drill and he would be a bold 
prophet who would assert all this un- 
tried territory will prove unprofitable 
or that no pools of magnitude will 
hereafter be discovered. At present 
the situation is regarded as very 
strong, but the recent decline in the 
price of refined has tended to discour- 
age hopes of higher prices for crude. 
From Texas the reports continue en- 
couraging, the demand for fuel oil in- 
creasing to an extent which taxes the 
transportation facilities to the utmost. 
The price of crude at Beaumont varies 
according to conditions, but there are 
now few producers who care to enter- 
tain bids for their product under 20c., 
although it is stated that several con- 
tracts have been rcently made at con- 
siderably less. The business at Beau- 
mont is now on a better footing and 
many of the irresponsible and ques- 
tionable concerns have been weeded 
out. 








Refined and Products. 

There has been an entire absence of 
demand for refined in barrels for ex- 
port, but foreign requirements con- 
tinue large. The decline in the price 
which took effect on July 23, has ap- 
parently had no effect on the foreign 
markets, which have latterly moved ir- 
regularly, London showing a sharp de- 
cline, only partially followed by Liver- 
pool, while Antwerp and Bremen re- 
mained unchanged. The engagements 
during the past week amounted to 
about 200,000 bbls., all for shipment in 
bulk. The price for barreled oil has 
been steady at 7.20c for New York 
loading, and at 7.1ic. for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign mark- 
ets are easier. Quotations to-day by

There appears to be a slightly better 
feeling in Chinese oils, and in some 
quarters an advance is looked for.

Anise is lower 
at $1.05, but the market is a little 
firmer since the decline took place. 

All of the American oils are scarce 
and very firm. Wintergreen from leaf 
is in light supply and advices from the 
country state that little more will be 
made, owing to the fact that wet 
weather has interfered with picking, 
and the higher prices paid to pickers’ 
of huckleberries have attracted those 
persons who usually gather winter- 
green leaves. 

Prices for otto of rose have not yet 
been definitely settled, but it is under- 
stood that they will be from 8 to 10 
per cent. higher than last year. 

The Messina essences are a little 
firmer, but not quotably changed. We

Rergamot.—The high price at which this oil 
is now sold has caused considerable comment 
among the dealers, who regard the present 
situation as somewhat anomalous, a _ higher 
price having been paid than conditions war- 
rant, chiefly beause to-day’s spot supply is 
estimated to be sufficient to meet the consum- 
ing requirements until the new crop is avail- 
able; the fact remains, however, that the 
price of %:. per pound has already been paid 
for the quality testing 38 to 39 per cent., and 
Ss. 6d. for the grades 36 to 37 per cent. As 
to future transactions, most manufacturers are 
not inclined to make contracts and some posi- 
tively refuse to de so. What prices, however, 
will prevail for forward delivery new crop 
cannot be foretold, owing to the uncertainty 
as to the extent of the coming production, 
though it seems now fairly certain that the 
production is not a full one. My opinion is 
that it is too early as yet to make any pre- 
diction of future price which would be worthy 
of any consideration. 

Lemon.—Crop prospects are rather light up 
to the present, and speculative sellers base 
their operations for future delivery on the be- 
lief in a reduced production. The article, how- 
ever, remains quite dull and featureless. Price 
is nominal at 2s. 6d. per pound ec. i. f. 

Sweet Orange.—This oil is also attracting 
increasing attention since it became evident 
that the next crop would be small; the situa- 
tion, therefore, all round is more than usually 
strong. Consumers’ needs are not as yet so 
very pressing, and if present prices are main- 
tained no bulky business on consumers’ ac- 
count may be expected until the next crop 
comes in, Sellers, however, continue to show 
indifference, as they know it is fully two 
months before new oil will be a factor. Pres- 
ent quotations range as follows:—Sicilian, 5s. 
4d.; Calabrian, 5s, 6d. per pound c. i. f. 

Messina, July 15, 1902. 

Confirming my last report I beg to inform 
you that since that time I have to report that 
both bergamot and lemon oils have further 
advanced. The reason of these higher prices 
lies in the fact that stocks are in the hands 
of important holders, who are not in need of 
selling, and, having the oil demanded, reason- 
ably ask higher figures. Contradictory views 
are reported respecting the coming crop, but, 
as far as lemon oil is concerned, I do not think 
lower rates will be made, prospects being 
rather for higher.

The Sponge Fishery of Tripoli. 


The number of craft engaged in the 
sponge fishery was very much less 
than in 1900, many boats having gone 
to Tunisian waters and other parts of 
the North African coast in quest of 
sponges. The value of sponges fished 
in Tripolitan waters did not amount to 
half what it was in the previous year, 
18,500 okes (52,540 Ilbs.), valued at £19,- 
200, being landed at the port of Tripoli 
from fishing boats and subsequently 
exported to Europe, and 16,000 okes 
(45,440 lbs.), worth £18,300, kept on 
board the boats and conveyed in them 
direct to Greece and finally disposed 
of there. During the Winter months 
a very few boats continued fishing in 
these waters, securing only about 1,600 
okes (4,544 lbs.), of the value of £1,800, 
which constituted practically the only 
sponges in stock here at the end of the 
year. It is not likely the coming sea- 
son will be brisk, as the Turkish Gov- 
ernment has lately prohibited foreign 
vessels from fishing sponges in these 
waters, a measure which is sure to 
keep nearly all the craft away, as with 
the exception of a few they are all un- 
der Greek colors. The loss in revenue, 
in consequence of the prohibition, to 
the Public Debt Office here, which 
levies a fee of about £30 on each li- 
cense, will be considerable.

Java Vanilla. 


Concerning the profit on the cultiva- 
tion of vanilla on a small scale, Mr. 
Ligtvoet, of Java, has given some in- 





teresting information at the annual 
meeting of the Soekaboemi Agricul- 
tural Society. We had grown vanilla 


on a small piece of ground measuring 
24% acres; the yield was 172 lbs. The 
parcel of vanilla was consigned to 
Amsterdam. and sold there at an over- 
head price of 15f. per kilo. (ils. 3d. per 
lb.). The total net proceeds, after al- 
lowing for loss of exchange, were £82 
lis. 4d., and as the expenses in Java 
had amounted to £2 7s. 2d., the net 
profit obtained was £80 4s. 2d. 

The author considers that the culti- 
vation of vanilla in Java would be 
very remunerative for the small grow- 
er. The difference in the price paid 
for Bourbon vanilla, as compared with 
that grown in Java, is due chiefly to 
the finer aroma of the former, and also 
to the fact that parcels of Bourbon va- 
nilla are always of equal quality. He 
attributes the inferior aroma of the 
Java product to the fact that fertili- 
zation of the plants is there produced 
artificially, whilst in Bourbon it is 
brought about by insects.—Chemist 
and Druggist.

Immone “ottonseed. 


A dispatch from Valdosta, Ga., 
where the United States Department 
of Agriculture has been making ex- 
periments to see if “wilt” or “black 
heart” could not be prevented in cot- 
ton, says that the result is that seed 
have been obtained that are totally 
immune to these diseases. 

The process has been on the line of 
“breeding,” the seed being carried up 
to the highest quality of healthful- 
ness by careful cultivation. Prof. Or- 
ton says that the experiments show 
that the only hope of the farmers in 
getting rid of the disease, where it has 
once gotten a foothold, is by the use 
of immune seed. The disease is said 
to be of fungus origin and remains in 
the soil, to make its appearance after 
seven years, the land having been 
planted with other crops in the mean- 
time. 

Prof. Orton regards “‘black heart” as 
the deadliest enemy of cotton, and one 
with which farmers cannot afford to 
trifle. If allowed to go unchecked he 
thinks it will, in a few years, ravish 
the Sea Island cotton fields, as it has 
the upland fields in some sections of 
Alabama and other cotton-growing 
States.

TRADE ITEMS, 


Western roads are greatly agitated 
over the receipt of information that the 
Chicago & Great Western has filed a 
tariff with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission dated August 1, to become 
effective August 8, reducing the rate on 
packing-house products from Kansas 
City to Chicago to 18% cents. Present 
rates are 23% cents. The reduction 
was made on the ground that the pack- 
ers claim the present rates are pro- 
hibitive. The reduced rates have not 
yet been met by any of the other roads.

The application is from the 
firm of Parke, Davis & Co., of Detroit, 
Mich., to whom License No. 1 will be 
issued in due course. 

The date for the taking effect of the 
mew statute has not yet been fixed, ow- 
ing to the somewhat peculiar form in 


which Section 1 of the bill was drafted. 
That section provides that ‘‘from and 
after six months after the promulga- 
tion of the regulations authorized by 
Section 4 of this act, no person shall 
sell, barter, or exchange, etc.’”’ It will 
be seen that the provision does not re- 
quire the regulations to be issued on 
any specified date, but merely that 
such regulations shall become opera- 
tive six months after their issuance. 
The sole condition of the issuance of 
the license is contained in a proviso to 
Section 4 which reads as follows:— 

“Provided, That all licenses issued for 
the maintenance of establishments for the 
propagation and preparation in any for- 
eign country of any virus, serum, toxin, 
antitoxin, or product aforesaid, for sale, 
barter, or exchange in the United States, 
shall be issued upon condition that the 
licentiates will permit the inspection of 
the establishments where said articles are 
propagated and prepared, in accordance 
with section 3 of this act.”’ 

Though charged with the duty of is- 
suing licenses and with the enforce- 
ment of the law, the Secretary of the 
‘Treasury is not required to draft the 
regulations which are to be promul- 
gated, but merely to approve such 
rules as may be prepared by the spe- 
cial board created by the act, consist- 
ing of the surgeons-general of the army, 
navy and marine hospital _ service. 
These three officers have been noti- 
fied of the terms of the Spooner law 
and will soon take up the work of 
drafting the regulations. There may 
be some little delay in the formulation 
of these regulations owing to the fact 
that the present surgeon-general of the 
army is about to be retired and his suc- 
cessor will not qualify for several weeks 
Dr. O'Reilly, the new surgeon-general 
of the army, is universally regarded as 
one of the most skilled and accom- 
plished members of the medical staff, 
and may be relied upon by manufac- 
turers to co-operate with them in their 
efforts to make the regulations practi- 
cable and efficient. A leading firm of 
manufacturers has submitted a brief 


outline of the ground which should be 
covered by these regulations as fol- 
lows :— 

‘1. No license should be granted to a 
manufacturing biologist unless the work 
proceeded under the immediate. supervi- 
sion of expert, skillful, and scholarly 


scientists, 

“2. Every serum stable and every vaccine 
stable licensed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury should have at its command the 
services of an expert veterinarian. 

“3. The animals admitted for treatment 


into such establishments should all be 
subjected to a rigid veterinary examina- 
tion at the outset, and to all reasonable 
~— pr icticable and reasonable tests. 

The stables in which animals are 
cena ought to exhibit a due regard for 
the principles of modern sanitary con- 
struction. In other words, they ought to 
be large, airy, well lighted, well ven- 
tilated, well drained. 


“5. No biological product ought to go out 


under the label of the manufacturer until 
they have been subjected to very rigid 

and searching tests for purity and safety 

Our own judgment is that the various 
curative serums ought to be tested for 
safety as well as for activity on minor 
animals, viz., guinea-pigs, rabbits, white 

mice, ete. 

*“§. Proper precautions—such as would 

naturally suggest themselves to expert } 


bacteriologists—ought to be enforced with ! 
a view to preventing the accidental con- ' 
tamination of any inoculation product.” 
The regulations will undoubtedly j 
cover practically aj] the ground out- 


lined above, and will also specify in 
detail the scope of the governmental 
supervision to which manufacturers 
will be subjected.

the Determination of Perchlorate 


in Saltpeter.* 
BY A, DUPRE, PH.D., F.R.S8 


Having lately had occasion to estt- 
mate the percentage perchlorate 
present in a number of samples of 
saltpeter, it may be of interest to 
members of this society if I shortly 
describe the method which, after many 
experiments, I finally adopted. 

Two portions, of 10 and 20 grms., 
spectively, of saltpeter are put 
nickel crucibles of about 70 c.c. 
pacity, fitted with a shallow, dish- 
shaped, well-fitting cover. The cru- 
cibles fre then heated to a temperature 
of 545 degrees C. for a period of one 
hour. The furnace, or air-bath, which 
I have been using for this purpose and 
found extremely convenient, has been 
devised by Dr. Gilbert, of Tubingen, 
on the lines of the well-known Lothar 
Meyer air-bath. By means of it the 
above temperature can readily be 
reached and, with a little care, main- 
tained for hours within one or two de-

grees. Dr. Gilbert states that a tem- 
perature of 540 degrees C., maintained 
for half an hour, is sufficient to de- 
compose all the perchlorate, even when 
25 grms. of saltpeter are used. In my 
experience, however, this has not been 
the case, and I have found that even 
one and a half hours at the tempera- 
ture are barely sufficient. (See Table 
I.) I have therefore found it necessary 
to adopt the temperature of 545 degrees 
Cc. and one hour’s heating. (See Table 
II.) 


The temperature is taken by a ther- 
mometer made of Jena glass, in which 
the space above the mercury is filled 
with nitrogen under pressure. Such a 
thermometer admits of reading up to 
575 degrees C. The temperature of the 
crucible given is that shown by the 
thermometer, but as this is contained 
in a metal tube, fixed close to the side 
of the round air-bath, it is possible, 
though not likely, that the crucibles 
placed near the center of the bath are 
at a somewhat lower tempérafure. In 
the times of heating that taken to 
bring the bath to the proper tempera- 
ture is not included, and this generally 
takes a little over half an hour. 


The heating being over and the cru- 
cible cold, the fused 20 grms. are dis- 
solved in warm water, and by means 


of a funnel the solution is transferred 
directly to a 200 ¢.c. measuring flask. 
I prefer to dissolve by successive small 
portions of water, heating carefully to 
avoid loss by spirting. As 200 ¢c.c. are 
more than sufficient for the purpose 
this can be readily accomplished.

The addition of nitric acid is neces- 
sary to dissolve any nitrite of silver, 
while the subsequent heating destroys 
the nitrous acid, which, in some meas- 
ure, interferes with the subsequent 
titration with sulphocyanide. It has 
been recommended to oxidize the ni- 
trous acid in the acidified solution by 
means of permanganate, before add- 
ing the silver, and except that it in- 
volves an additional manipulation, 
there is no objection to this. As, how- 
ever, in order to insure clear filtra- 
tion, it is necessary in any case to heat 
the solution to boiling, I prefer to do 
without the permanganate, having 
satisfied myself that both methods give 
the same result. The solution, after 
cooling, is filtered, and the precipitate

I have satisfied myself that during 
the one hour’s heating, as above, no 
appreciable quantity of chloride vola- 
tilises, especially when the chlorine 
does not exceed 0.5 per cent., which 
would correspond to nearly 2 per cent. 
of perchlorate. (See Table III.). 

Duplicate estimations not unfre- 
quently come out identical, and rarely 
differ by more than 0.01 per cent. of 
perchlorate.

If the difference is greater 
this, further experiments should be 
made. 

It has been recommended to add 2 


grms. of manganese dioxide to the 20 
grms. of saltpetre, to facilitate the de- 
composition of the perchlorate, which, 
it is stated, can then be completely de- 
composed by a quarter of an hour's 
heating at 500 degrees C. I, however, 
prefer to work without this addition. 
In the first place, it is difficult to get 
the dioxide entirely free from chlorides 
and if not free an allowance has to be 
made. In the second place the fusing 
mass shows, when manganese is pres- 
ent, a tendency to spirting, which I 
have not noticed in its absence. 

The foregoing remarks refer to an- 
alysis of fairly pure saltpeter, and I 
must reserve the method of analysing 
impure saltpetre to a future communi- 
cation. Here I will only add that if 
the saltpeter contains more than a 
slight trace of magnesia it is advisable 
to moisten the weighed sample in the 
crucible with a few drops of pure so- 
dium hydrate solution, drying it in air- 
bath before fusion. In case traces of 
jiodate are present these should be es- 
timated and allowed for in the final 
result. 

In Table V. I give a few analyses of 
saltpeter, to which known quantities 
of perchlorate had been added. The 
saltpetre used was a refined sample of 
Indian saltpetre, free from perchlorate. 
The analyses are not in any way 
selected, but are in fact all the analy- 
ses of the kind made, and the results 
given are those of single experiments. 
The quantities added should have been 
simple numbers, but after the solution 
had been used it was found that the 
perchlorate, though extremely pure, 
contained 0.5 per cent. of moisture. 

One advantage of Volhard’s method 
is that the gravimetric method can 
be easily combined with it; we have 
simply to take the chloride of silver 
left on the filter and weigh it in the 
usual manner. If this is done special 
care must be taken to thoroughly wash 
it and the filter paper, for as the pre- 
cipitation has taken place in a 10 per 
cent. solution of _ niter, sufficient 
nitrate of potassium may easily be left 
to seriously affect the result.

The Melting of Copal and the Losses 
Incurred Thereby. 

The melting of copals is known to be 
a process of dry distillation by which 
the so-called copal oil is abstracted 
in such a degree as defined by prac- 
tice, in proportions varying according 
to the quality of the copal. Whether 
the product of distillation is given up 
as lost, as in the method still in use, 
consisting in melting in open vessels 
(which are only lightly covered), 
whether the same is cooled and lique- 
fied by means of so-called condensers 
(odorless melting plants), or whether, 
finally, the copal is treated in large, 
hermetically closed distilling ap- 
paratus provided with cooling and con- 
densing devices, which are permitting 
the weighing of the product of distilla- 
tion, is in itself entirely unimportant. 
Every kind of copal submitted to melt- 
ing has not only to lose the water it 
contains, but is also bound to suffer a 
decided loss in products of distillation 
in order to be transformed with drying 
oils, turpentine or other solvents, into 
what we call copal varnish. The use 
of condensing devices in varnish fac- 
tories does not necessarily result—as 
one is inclined to suppose—in the de- 
crease of the losses in melting, but con- 
sidering that the fumes do not evap- 
crate into the air, the manufacture is 
less unpleasant, cleaner, and also less 
exposed to the danger of fire. 

As regards the quantity of the oils 
distilling over during the melting of 
the rosins, the same differs very much, 
and is subject even to some fluctua- 
tions inside the individual species, so 
that a definite percentage of the loss 
cannot be established. The more pure, 
clear and transparent the copals are, 
and the less moisture or water they 
contain, the less the actual loss in 
melting will be, which generally de- 
creases with the increasing hardness of 
the gums. Unfortunately there are, up 
to the present, no reliable data at our 
disposal, regarding the losses in melt- 
ing of the individual species, which, 
however, always would be confined 
again within maximum and minimum 
limits. I have before me a statement 
from the practice of a varnish manu- 
facturer, who by repeated weighings 
has ascertained the following aver- 
ages:

In order to understand what kind of 
copals have been used by Violette 91 
his experiments, we have to repeat the 
characteristics of the materials de- 
scribed by him. Calcutta copal is yel- 
low, transparent, hard, having small 
protuberances looking as if pressed in 
and possessing the appearance of a 
goose skin; these protuberances should 
be small and close to each other; if 
they are larger, wider, and farther 
apart from each other, we are dealing 
with Zanzibar copal. stombay copal 
appears in larger lumps, is more col- 
ored than the former, but also pos- 
sesses the appearance of a goose skin. 
These two grades belong to the hard 
copals, to which Italian copal (Copal a 
l'Italienne) is to be added, which seems 
to be the last picking from Calcutta 
copal; it is more like shagreen leather 
than goose skin on the surface; the 
lumps are smaller, darker, of different 
hardness and_ solubility. Violette 
classes among the semi-hard copais: 

1. African copal—more easily soluble 
than Calcutta—melting point at about 
200 degrees C.—the lumps are irregular, 
of light yellow to brown color, inter- 
mixed with fragments and certainly a 
mixture of several resins. 

2. Zanzibar copal is of the same 
character, in larger pieces, but soluble 
in copal and amber oils. 

3. Manila copal—melting at 150 
degrees C.—in large and small irreg- 
ular lumps, somewhat dim like milk— 
insoluble in copal and amber oils. 

The melting point, i. e., the temper- 
ature at which copal attains that 
liquidity required in the manufacture 
of fat varnishes, is estimated for hard 
copals at 340 deg. C., for semi-hard 
copals at 180 deg. C., while the former 
will further decompose (distill) at 360 
deg. C. and the latter at 230 deg. C. 
Further experiments aimed at ascer- 
taining the proportions of solubility of 
Calcutta copal in fat, drying oil when 
distilling off certain quantities of copal 
oils. Copal remains insoluble with a 
loss of 3.0, 8.5, 10.2 and 15.7 per cent.; 
with a loss of 19 per cent. it is little 
soluble, at 21.3 per cent. somewhat 
more, at 24.5 very soluble; this solubil- 
ity remains the same also at 27.1, 29.0 
and 31.0 per cent., but with increase 
of coloring. The copals distilled at 
from 3.0 to 20.0 per cent. are mixing 
well with the oil, but precipitate again 
on cooling. These facts are fully es- 
tablished, and the progress of the past 
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40 years could not alter anything in 
this respect: a copal which is not en- 
tirely melted, that is a copal which to 
a certain degree has not suffered de- 
composition by distilling-off of the 
copal oil, cannot be held suspended in 
linseed oil or linseed oil varnish after 
cooling; upon addition of spirits of 
turpentine it precipitates immediately, 
at first in gluelike threads, which be- 
come brittle and crumbling masses on 
cooling. 

Violette also tried to melt copal at a 
temperature of 360 deg. C., with super- 
heated steam. He does not wish to 
publish the details regarding it, but 
states that he obtained very good re- 
sults, and that it is perhaps the easiest 
method of melting carried out on a 
large scale. The copal becomes soft 
liquid in superheated steam, the copal 
oils evaporate and outside the appar- 
atus separate from the water on 
which they are floating. It seems that 
Violette has not published anything 
further on this process, at least noth- 
ing is to be found in the respective 
literature regarding it. It would be 
perhaps a gratifying task to take up 
the matter at present, having material- 
ly improved apparatus at disposal, and 
to find out whether something could 
be attained by this method. 

Regarding copal oil, the above au- 
thor says: “At any rate, the product 
is worthy of consideration because it 
represents about 25 per cent. of the 
weight of copal. It is clear, of yellow- 
ish coloring, its specific gravity being 
0.80; it burns with a lively flame, is 
soluble in spirits of turpentine and 
dissolves the soft and semi-solid co- 
pals; it would be very useful in the 
manufacture of lacquers, if its strong 
and persistent odor could be removed. 
Its employment would equalize the 
losses in melting and manufacturers 
would not be compelled to take the 
same into account in their whole ex- 
tent. 

The distilling apparatus for the ex- 
traction of the copal oils from copal 
in closed vessels, as employed by Vio- 
lette, have been repeatedly desribed. 
I wish to point to the fact, herewith, 
that according to his statement 100 
kilos of copal can be completely melt- 
ed within 2 hours and that the appar- 
atus has been fully approved in prac- 
tice if worked with the required care 
and if a reliable thermometer is on 
hand. The idea which Violette had in 
his mind with his process was to offer 
to the small manufacturer and even 
to the consumer copals in such a form 
that they would be enabled to pre- 
pare themselves the varnishes in a 
safe and simple way without obnox- 
ious fumes and danger of fire. After 
40 years this idea has been realized in 
Germany (and perhaps also elsewhere). 
I do not believe, however, that the sale 
of melted copals is worth mentioning.

that inasmuch as such materials when 
reimported are liable to duty they are 
also eligible to drawback when re-ex- 
ported in a manufactured form. 

The application in this case was filed 
by the National Lead Company for the 
allowance of drawback on certain dry 
white lead exported with benefit of 
drawback, reimported and duty paid 
thereon, and subsequently ground in 
oil and again exported. In searching 
the records for precedents for the al- 
lowance of drawback in such cases the 
department found that an allowance 
had been made under date of March 
1c, 1897, to Messrs. J. C. Ayer & Co., 
Iwwell, Mass., the exported mercnan 
dise being medicinal preparations man- 
ufactured in part of reimported do- 
mestic alcohol. Further search devel- 
oped the fact that upon an opinion by 
the Solicitor-General the department, 
under date of July 19, 1898, allowed 
drawback on various articles manufac 
tured by the Selby Smelting and Lead 
Company, of San Francisco, from lead 
produced in a bonded smelter and 
withdrawn therefrom on payment of 
duty. In the last mentioned case tie 
Solicitor-General held that the with- 
drawal and payment of duty on the 
lead referred to was equivalent to an 
original importation, and hence that 
when manufactured such lead was 
eligible to drawback to be paid upon 
exportation. It has, therefore, been 
decided to allow the application of the 
National Lead Company, and the col- 
lector of customs at New York has 
been advised to the effect as follows:— 


“The department is in receipt of your 
letter transmitting the application of the

National Lead Company for the allow- 
ance of drawback on certain dry white 
lead exported with benefit of drawback

The Phenols from Shale Oil.* 
BY THOMAS GRAY, PH.D., DSC. 


The creosote with which the follow- 
ing experiments were conducted was 
supplied to me by Mr. D. R. Steuart, of 
the Broxburn Oil Company, to whom I 
desire here to express my indebtedness. 

For the preparation of the creosote, 
3,200 gallons of “green naphtha’ were 
treated with 28 gallons of caustic soda 
solution, 60 degrees Tw. (approximately 
27 per cent. NaOH), the aqueous solu- 
tion was separated, and the phenols 
were precipitated by addition of excess 
of sulphuric acid. The quantity of 
phenols thus separated was approxi- 
mately 1% gallons, 

A portion of the brown 
was subject to distillation; in the ini- 
tial stage of this operation sulphur 
dioxide was evolved, and later on evo- 
lution of sulphuretted hydrogen in con- 
siderable quantity was observed. The 
water which distilled over was accom- 
panied by a small quantity of sulphur, 
which was probably produced by the 
interaction of the sulphur dioxide and 
the sulphuretted hydrogen. 

The following table gives the results 
of the distillation of 400 grams of the 
creosote. At the end of the first dis- 
tillation the various fractions were dis- 
solved in caustic soda, and the phenols 
were reprecipitated from the aqueous 
solutions by sulphuric acid after re- 
moval of any insoluble material:—

With the object of arriving at an ap- 
proximate estimate of the quantities of 
the various phenols present, the nitro- 
derivatives were separated as com- 
pletely as possible by systematic frac- 
tional crystallization and weighed. As 
the phenols are partially broken up by 
the oxidizing action of nitric acid, it 
will be obvious that this method of es- 
timation can have no pretensions to 
accuracy, but in the absence of a suit- 
able method it may be taken to give an 
approximately quantitative indication.

This substance was evidently tribro- 
moxylenol (CH3, CH3, OH 1.2.4.).

which changed to violet-red when so- 
dium bicarbonate was added. These 
color reactions indicated the presence 
of a trace of catechol. It may there- 
fore be concluded from the results of 
the above experiments that creosol is 
entirely absent from shale oil creo- 
sote, and that guaiacol is present in 
very small quantity; the latter evident- 
ly does not constitute more than a 
small fraction of 1 per cent. of the to. 
tal creosote. 


The results of the experiments tried 


above may be summarized as follows: 
The “green naphtha” creosote from 
shale oil contains 5 to 6 per cent. of 
phenol and 12 to 15 per cent. of o- 
cresol. The bulk of the mixture is

composed of m-cresol and xylenois, 
which seem to be present in approxi- 
mately equal quantity, viz.: 30 to 35 
per cent.; of these xylenols the isomers 
having the configuration CH3, CH3, 
OH 1.2.4 and 1.3.5 were identified. The 
fraction boiling above 230 degrees con- 
stitutes 16 per cent. of the total phen- 
ols. Para-cresol and creosol appear to 
be absent, and guaiacol is present in 
very small quantity. 

I hope later on to be able to work 
up larger quantities of creosote, with 
the object of examining the xylenols 
more particularly, and of determining 
the nature of the higher phenols in the 
portion which boils above 230 degrees.

Drawback on Coal Tar Dyes 
Washington, Aug. 1, 1902. 


The Treasury Department has pre- 
pared a series of elaborate regulations 
for the allowance of drawback on the 
exportation of various kinds of dyes 
manufactured wholly or in part from 
imported coal tar products. The ap- 
plication in this case has been subject- 
ed to special scrutiny in order to deter- 
mine whether the labor involved in 
preparing the dyes from the imported 
materials is sufficient to constitute a 
bona fide manufacture. A great vari- 
ety of shades are produced from these 
colors, the average number of import- 
ed colors consumed in the production 
of each shade being about three. At 
times, however, a single color as im- 
ported is simply ground and mixed 

_ with the necessary quantity of sodium 
Yechloride in order to bring it to the 
standard strength, the imported ma- 
terials being concentrated. After care- 
ful investigation the following regula- 
tions have been prepared: 

On the exportation of dyes of vari- 
ous kinds and descriptions, manufac- 
tured by the New York and Boston 
Dyewood Company, of New York, N. 
Y., in the manufacture of which are 
used in part imported coal tar prod- 
ucts, paying duty under the provisions 
of paragraph 15 of the existing tariff, 
in combination with various domestic 
materials, a drawback will be allowed 
equal in amount to the duty paid on 
the imported materials so used, less 
the legal deduction of 1 per cent. 

The preliminary entry must show, 
separately, the marks and numbers of 
the shipping packages, their contents, 
and, when shipped in kegs, barrels, 
and casks, the net weight of each kind 
of product contained in each package, 
and_in the entire shipment. The con- 
ents and the gross and net weight of 
such packages must be marked there- 
on. When shipped in wooden cases in 
tins, the number of unit packages of 
each nominal size, together with the: 
actual net weight of the same. Each 
unit package must be labeled to show 
its contents and its net weight.

The drawback entry must show the 
total net weight of each kind and de- 
scription of dye exported, and the 
formula number of manufacture, with 
the percentage and quantities of the 
several imported ingredients used in 
the manufacture. The said entry must 
further show, in addition to the usual 
averments, that the exported dyes of 
the various kinds and descriptions 
were manufactured of materials and in 
the manner set forth in the manufac- 
turer’s sworn’ statement and _ the 
schedule of formulas attached thereto. 


The special manufacturing record 
must show the date of manufacture, 
the order and formula numbers, the 
number of the mixing slip, the export 
package number, the commercial 
designation of imported materials 
used, and all other particulars of 
manufacture as shown by the manu- 
facturer’s sworn statement. A sworn 
abstract from such record attached to 
the said statement must be filed with 
the drawback papers as a prerequisite 
of liquidation. 

In the liquidation of entries, the 
quantities of the several imported ma- 
terials which may be taken as bases 
for allowance of drawback may equal 
those declared in the drawback entry, 
after o%cial verification of exported 
quantities and weights, but in no case 
shall such allowances exceed, for each 
of the exported articles, the percent- 
ages used in the manufacture of the 
corresponding descriptions of merchan- 
dise, as shown by the schedule of for- 
mulas hereinbefore mentioned. Should 
it be desired to export other kinds ard 
descriptions of dyes than those named 
in the said schedule, entries may be 
liquidated on the filing by the manu- 
facturer of additional sworn schedules, 
setting forth the percentages of the 
several ingredients used in such manu- 
factures. Samples may be taken or 
sworn samples furnished, as ordered 
by the collector, for required deter- 
minations.

The Duty on Lead Ballion. 


Washington, Aug. 1, 1902. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has 
suspended the department’s decision 
of July 9, promulgating the opinion of 
the Attorney-General to the effect that 
lead bullion should pay duty on its ac- 
tual weight rather than upon. the 
amount of chemicadly pure lead shown 
by assay to be contained therein. This 
question has again been submittd to 
the Attorney-General, and pending a 
review of the case by that official, liqui- 
dation of all entries will be suspended. 

The circumstances surrounding this 
case are rather extraordinary and 
have served to attract to it much at- 
tention outside of the industry imme- 
diately affected. The Attorney-Gener- 
al’s opinion was rendered under date 
of May 15, 1902, and held clearly and 
specifically that the application of as- 
say to lead bullion was ‘“‘without war- 
rant of law,’ and that ‘‘the regulation 
should be revised accordingly.” This 
opinion was published in the Reporter 
immediately after being rendered, and 
the trade thus received early informa-

tion concerning its existence. It was 
not until July 9, however, that the de- 
partment promulgated it, and since it 
was officially published the depart- 
ment has again been importuned to 
lay the case before the Attorney-Gen- 


eral a second time, in the hope that 
that official will modify his views. 
Though indisposed to reconsider the 


question, the Secretary of the Treasury 
has finally decided to resubmit the 
case to the department of Justice, and 
in the meantime has addressed letters 
similar to the following to several col- 
lectors of customs:— 


“Replying to your letter, relative to the 
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liquidation of entries conevring lead bul- 





lion transferred to bonded smelters under 
section 29, of the act of July 24, 1897, you 
the hereby directed to ascertain the du- 
tiable weight of such merchandise in ac- 
cordance with department’s instructions 
of the Sth instant, and likewise to make 
proper assays of commercial samples 
thereof pursuant to the practice hereto- 
fore in vogue, but to suspend the liquida- 
tion of entries pending a further consid- 
eration of the questions involved: You 
will be advised of the conclusions 


reached.”’ 

Secretary Shaw is giving this mat- 
ter his personal attention and it is ex- 
pected that a final decision will be 
reached within the course of a few 
days.
